WEI-HAI-WEI, April 18.—Information 
has been conveyed to me that Russia 
threatens to treat correspondents using 
wireless telegraphy at sea as spies. AS 
The Times is the only journal which em- 
ploys this means of communication this 


is a direct threat upon the ship system 
directed by me. 

It behooves me therefore to inform 
the world at large of the course I am 
pursuing and call upon the several Gov- 
ernments interested to protect their citi- 
zens who are in the employment of The 
Times, 

The definition of a spy in interna- 
tional law is one who disguises his true 
identity and insinuates himself within 
hostile territory for the purpose of com- 
municating with the enemy. 

If I had insinuated myself into Rus- 
sian waters and had communicated with 
the Japanese I might come within this 
category, but am guilty’ of neither of 
these insinuations. 

I possess a system of wireless telegra- 
phy which even if messages were not 
veiled by cipher neither Japanese«.nor 
Russian instruments could record. Mes- 
sages go to a neutral cable office, and 
thence to Londcn, no one having access 
to them. 

I have never yet sailed in Russian 
waters. All my messages have been sent 
from the high seas and neutral waters. 
I would point out that all fighting on 
Shore witnessed could have been placed 
with neutral cables after five hours’ 
steaming. 

No power ever dreamed of interfering 
with neutral cable offices, and the wire- 
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less system is only. a means of acceler- } 


ating the dispatch of messages. I trust 

the Governments interested will insist 

that the Russians confine their threats 

to Russian waters.

No 
doubt a war correspondent with, so to 
speak, a wireless special wire may prove a 
thorn in a commander's flesh, and it is 
generally agreed that it is the duty of a 
capable commander so to manage war cor- 
respondents, without necessarily hanging 


them, as not to allow the risk which may 


be run by his own strategy being euhanced 
from other sources.

GOMPERS DEPLORES VIOLENCE. 


Says Force Would be the Doom of 


Union Labor.

DENVER, April 18.—President Samuel 
Gompers of the American Federation of 
Labor, who is here to attend the meeting 
of the Executive Council, said to-day: 

“ Force and violence would be the doom 
of union labor—union labor cannot win by 
force. It must be a campaign of education 
and business methods must be used in 
dealing with business men. 

** Violence will not bring about the right 
result. It is not the true American spirit 
to go in ana demand that a wrong be made 
right at the point of a gun or by a dis- 
play of force.” 

Mr. Gompers declared that crime and 
tyranny were the causes of Chicago’s labor 
evils and that many of the labor outrages 
there were committed by non-union men.

Minister Powell Gives Warning 
of Plan of Intervention, 


STRONG HAND iS.10 BE USED 
If European Governments Threaten 
United States Will Act—Ex- 
tension of Our Policy 
in View. 


PANTO DOMINGO, April 18,—United 


| States Minister Powell informed the Min- 


ister of Foreign Affairs to-day that in the 
event of any foreign power attempting to 
force a settlement of the claims of its citi- 
zens, thus excluding the claims of other 
nationalities, he would in the name of his 


; Government take immediate charge of all 


the Custom Houses of the Government, 
place in each a military guard, and protect 
the same in the interest of United States 
creditors, basing his action upon the recent 
decisions of The Hague Tribunal. 

The energetic and decided action of Min- 
ister Powell has greatly relieved the pres- 
ent grave situation, and meets with ap- 
proval. By such action al! foreign claim- 
ants will stand upon an equal footing.

WASHINGTON, April 18.—Minister Pow- 
ell’s energetic attitude in behalf of the 
United States claimants against Santo Do- 
mingo meets the cordial approval of the 

officials of the Administration here. 
Officials of the State Department are 
very reticent about the nature of the in- ! 
structions that have been given to Mr. 
Powell. It is well understood here, how- 


ever, that the United States intends to 
take a strong hand in Santo Domingo. 

How far and to what extent that policy 
has been developed is carefully guarded. 
It is considered doubtful if the policy will 
be fully developed until after the Presi- 
dential election. 

There is always a possibility that the 
Government's hand may be forced, and that 
the policy which is believed to have been 
fully matured may have to be made known 
before it is expected. This, if it happens, 
will come about through action taken by 
other Governments. 5

It is to be observed that the State De- 
partment will not deny the possibility of 
some future action of the nature mentioned 
in the dispatch. It does deny that matters 
have gone as far as that yet. It manifestly 
has complete confidence in Minister Pow- 
ell’s going no further than present exigen- 
cies demand without additional instructions. 

Ever since American marines were land- 
ed in Santo Domingo and engaged in battle 
with an armed force there has been much | 
curiosity on the part of foreign diplomats | 
about the extent to whic hthis country wags 
prepared to go. An effort to bring out the 
American position, if made by threats to 
collect debts without regard to American 
interests, would certainly result in action 
by this Government. 

Whether this is the forerunner of action 
by the United States in South American 
countries, in cases similar to that of Vene- 
zuela, is a matter of pure speculation. As 
the Administration will not reveal its plans 
in Santo Domingo, it is of course impossible 
to do more than guess at what action it 
may take in future cases based on the 
Santo Domingo case. 

As such actions always constitute prece- 
dents, however, the proceedings of the 
United States in Santo Domingo are certain 
to develop a line of policy. It is already 
evident that whatever is done in that island 
will mark a step in advance of this Goy- 
ernment’s line of action in the past. 

There are,a number of claims of United 
States citizens against Santo Domingo, no- 
tably that against the Santo Domingo Im- 
provement Company, which are awaiting 
settlement, and this Government is anxious 
that they should be satisfied. The Min- 
ister’s action, it is believed here, was pre- 
cipitated by recent publications indicating 
it to be the intention of the Italan Govern- 
men to force a settlement of the claims of 
its citizens against Santo Domingo. 

Not only the Italian Government, but the 
British, French,’ and German Governments 
have large claims against Santo Domingo, 
and it has been known fer some time here 
that all four countries were losing their 
patience in the effort to come to an agree- 
ment with the Dominican Government.

Murphy Recognized After Judge 
Parker Telephones Hill. 


INSTRUCTIONS 


FIGHT ON 


Believed McCarren Will Be State Chair= 
man—Mack Probably to Remain 
National Committeeman—Hill 


Heads ‘“ Big Four.”

ALBANY, April 18.—By a vote of 301 to 


149 the Democratic State Convention to 
elect delegates to the National Convention 
to-night voted down a resolution introduced 
by Senator Thomas F. Grady, acting as the 
representative of Tammany and its allies, 
merely indorsing Judge Parker for Presi- 
dent, and then by a viva voce vote adopted 
the resolution presented by Senator McCar- 
ren, representing the majority of the com- 
mittee, in favor of instructions for the 


Judge. When Tammany was voted down 
on the adoption of the minority resolution 
no formal motion was made to make the 
resolution of the majority unanimous, but a 
roll call was not demanded. There were, 
however, some shouts of ‘‘ No!’’ when the 
question on the adoption of the majority 
resolution was put by Chairman Raines. 

The delegates, altermates, and Electors at 
large selected by the convention were as 
follows: 

Delegates at Large—David B. Hill of Al- 
bany, Edward Murphy, Jr., of Rensselaer, 
George Ehret of New York, and James W. 
Ridgway of Kings. 

Alternates at Large—Charles N. Bulger— 
Oswego; W. Caryl Ely, Niagara; Cornelius 
H. Ackerman of Broome and Francis Bur- 
ton Harrison of New York. 

Electors at Large—James T. Woodward 
of New York and Harry Payne Whitney of 
New York. 

A Shift in the Slate. 


The shift in the slate by which August 
Belmont was taken Off as delegate at large 
and Mr. Ehret, Representative Harrison, 
and Mr. Whitney were placed as delegate, 
alternate, and Elector, respectively, was 
brought about as a harmony move by 
Judge Parker himself, in which he was 
greatly aided by the voluntary withdrawal 
of Mr. Belmont. ; 

Messrs. Ehret, Harrison, and Whitney 
were named to these places on the recom; 
mecndation of Tammany Hall, and are to be 
regarded as concessions which Judge Par- 
ker compelled Mr. Hill to make for har- 

mony’s sake. 

This aetion was taken by the Judge in 
response to the appeals made the day be- 
fore by Tammany, and also because Judge 
Parker was displeased with the high-hand- 
ed manner in which Hill was running 

things. The close friends of Judge Parker 
j did not hesitate to declare that Mr. Hill 
i was seeking to take advantage of the 

Parker movement to clinch his hold on 

the machinery of the party in the State. 

In the early part of the day there was 
no. indication that the appeal to Judge 
Parker would be fruitful of results, or 
that any good would come from the visit 
of the Tammany committee, headed by 
Senator Dowling, to Mr. Hill on Sunday 
night with the demand that one each of 
the delegates, alternates, and electors-at- 
large be given as usual to Tammany. 
During the afternoon, however, Mr. Bel- 
mont was actively engaged in his efforts 
to bring about a peaceful settlement of 
the bitter feelfng that existed among Tam- 
many men over the treatment that Mr. 
Hill had acorded them. 


Parker Secured Compromise. 

Mr. Belmont spent some time with Mr: 
Hill and with Mr. Murphy, and freely 
offered to give up the place on the “ Big 
Four” for which he was slated, but Mr. 
Hill steadfastly refused to allow the change 
in the slate to be made. 

After the afternoon session had been 
completed, and while the Tammany delega- 
tion was in caucus to determine upon a 
definite course of action, Mr. Hill was on 
the telephone talking to Judge Parker at 
Esopus. It was during this conversation 
that Judge Parker made known definitely 
his views on the subject of the way Mr. 
Hill was running things, and on the kind 
of peace in the party that would result. 

Immediately after this telephonic con- 

: versation Mr. Hill sent word to the Tam- 
many leader that he was willing to open 
negotiations to allow Tammany to name 
their men to each of the three places in 
dispute, and that he would not demand as 
a condition that the New York County or- 
ganization cease its ouponan to instruc- 
tions. 

At the same time Mr. Belmont let it be 
definitely known that he would not allow 
his name to go on the ticket as a delegate 
at large, thus creating the vacancy which 
could be given to Tammany to name. Mr. 
Hill wished to have Charles F. Murphy go 
as a delegate. at-large, and take the place 
made vacant on the slate by Mr. Belmont’s 
action, but Mr. Murphy sent back word 
that he preferred to go as a district dele- 
gate from New York. 


Negotiations for Peace. 


The negotiations were continued for an 
hour and a half during. the time the Com- 
mittee on Credentials was out fighting over 
the contested seat cases. Between the de- 
lays in the committee and the negotiations 
between Mr. Hill and Mr. Murphy the con- 
vention was kept waiting at its night ses- 
sion from 7 o'clock, the time to which ad- 
journment was taken, until 9.0’clock, when 
the night session actually was called,to or- 
der. 

As a result of the overtures made by 
Hill, the Tammany leader sent in the 
names of Mr. Ehret, of Congressman Har- 
rison, and of Mr, Whitney to fill the places 
at his disposal, but with the distinct un- 


4 derstanding that Tammany should not 
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change its attitude against instructing the 
State delegation. 

W. Bourke Cockran and Senator Grady 
were the orators selected by Tammany to 
present its case to the convention. Senator 
Hill’s purpose to belittle Tammany’s posi- 


tion was illustrated a the fact that instead 
of selecting any of his big guns to reply 
to the Tammany orators he sent to the plat- 
form ex-Assemblyman Cook of Albany, @ 
boy orator, who really made a very ex- 
cellent showing against Tammany’s spe- 
cialists. 

The fact that Tammany, even up to the 
time of the convention to-day, had not 
abandoned the idea that Mayor McClellan 
might become the nominee of the Demo- 
cratic Convention as St. Louis was indi- 
cated by Mr. Cockran in his address. 

When Mr. Cockran asserted that it was 
the plan of the Democrats this year to nom- 
inate a Southerner for Vice esident, he 
stated that this intention on the part of the 
National leaders of the Democracy made 
it more necéssary that care should be 
taken that the man to be nominated for the 
head of the ticket should be a man of whose 
ability to win with a Southerner in second

Mack May Stick. 


Second only to the instructions for Judge 
Parker is a decision which David B. Hill is 
understood to have arrived at to-night 
with regard to the National Chairmanship 


and the Chairmanship of the State Com- 
mittee. 

It has been known for some time past 
that Senator McCarren was anxious to be 
named as National Committeeman from 
New York to succeed Norman E. Mack. 
Yesterday, however, Norman E. Mack and 
his friends started out to convince Mr. Hill 
and the up-State delegates that Mr. Mack 
ought to be continued as Natiortal Chair- 
man. To-night Mr. Mack and his friends 
stated that it was all fixed for him to re- 
main. They stated that’Senator McCarren 
was to be consoled by being made State 
Chairman. 

The argument made by Mr. Mack was 
that his re-election as National Committee- 
man would help to conciliate the Bryan 
faction, and that McCarren could do much 
better work for Judge Parker pitted against 
Gov. Odell as State Chairman than_ he 
could accomplish as National Committee- 
man. 

When Senator McCarren was asked what 
truth there was in the report of the shift, 
he said: ; 

“There is nothing in it as yet. I do not 
care to be State Chairman.” 

Mr. Hill was seen just as the convention 
adjourned and asked what truth there was 
in the report that Mack was to remain 
National Committeeman and McCarren was 
to be State Chairman. He did not deny it.

TAMMANY STRUGGLES IN VAIN. 


McCarren Blocks Grady Amid Storm of 
Cheers and Hisses. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, April 18.—Although the con- 
vention adjourned in the afternoon to reas- 
semble at 7 o’clock in the evening, it was 
nearly 9 o’clock when Chairman Raines 
called it to order. The delegates and spec- 
tators had assembled at 7 o'clock and 
their patience was sorely tried by the long 
wait. Two bands did their best to keep the 
crowd in good humor, and they were assist- 
ed by a bagpipe player. 

It was understood by the politicians that 
the long delay was capsed by the fights be- 
fore the Committee on Contests, but the 
spectators were in the dark as to the cause, 
and at the end of an hour and a half ex- 
pressed their disapproval in various ways. 

David B. Hill, Senator McCarren, and 
Chairman Raines entered the hall at 8:50, 
and were greeted with an outburs) of ap- 
plause, but the welcome to Hill did not 
come up to expectations, which was due 
doubtless, to some extent, to the fact that 
there was a general disgust over the long 
wait. 

Chairman Terhune of the Committee on 
Contests was first recognized, and pre- 
sented his report. When he announced the 
warring factions from Clinton County had 
gotten together in the interest of harmony 
and the contest had been withdrawn there 
was loud cheering, 

Senator McCarren, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions, was next recognized, 
and read the platform. There was no ap- 
plause worthy of mention when the plat- 
form proper was read, but the declaration 
in fayor of Judge Parker and the instruc- 
tions for him brought forth a tumultous 
demonstration lasting thirty seconds. 


Tammany’s Proposal. 


When Senator McCarren finished and 
asked that the resolutions be adopted, Sen- 
ator Grady asked for and obtained recogni- 
tion, saying: ‘‘On behalf of the minority 
of the Committee on Resolutions I present 
the following substitute, there being no 
objection on the part of the minority of the 
committee to the adoption of the unit 
rule.’””’ The minority resolution was as fol- 
lows: 

“The Democracy of New York believes 
that the result of the Presidential election 
now pending involves the very existence of 
constitutional government in this country, 
and in such a grave crisis it has no favor 
to ask of the party in the Nation except 
the privilege of serving it. That this serv- 
ice may be most effective the delegation 
here elected is left free to take such action 
at St. Louis as a majority thereof may 
consider most likely to insure the success 
of the candidates selected by the National 
Convention. 

* Realizing, however, that the Electoral 
votes of New York are absolutely essential 
to Democratic success, we submit to our 
brethren throughout the country that Alton 
B. Parker, a Democrat in the prime of life, 
has been elected by a majority of over 60,- 
000 to the chief position in the judicial sys- 
tem of this State, and during the last six 
years has discharged the duties of his high 
office with such unvarying dignity, shining 
ability, and scrupulous fidelity, that if his 
term were to expire this year he would un- 
doubtedly be chosen to succeed himself by 
the concurring votes of all his fellow-citi- 
zens.”’ 


Senator Grady’s Plea. 


Senator Grady went on to argue in favor 
of his amendment. ‘I take it,” said he, 
“that the only purpose of this convention 
is to assure that New York shall make its 


contribution to National success.’”’ This was 
received with vociferous applause. 

‘We ask to meet the question next July,” 
he said. ‘‘ We all have in memory times 
when conditions changed between April 
and July.. Moreover, we believe this will 
comport better with the dignity of the 
Chief Judge of the Court of Appeals. An 
instructed delegation is never a very edify- 
ing sight. It usually carries very little 
weight to go in and favor a candidate be- 
cause you were ordered to do so. How 
much better to act upon the basis of mature 
and conscientious judgment? 


MeCarren Beards Grady. 


Senator McCarren, in reply, said the 
smallest boy in the gallery did not believe 
what Grady had said. This was greeted 
by a mixed storm of hisses and applause. 

‘“‘No true friend of Democracy will let 
it go out to-night that we have failed to 
instruct for Parker,” he said. “ Nothing 
can happen between April and July to 
weaken the candidacy of Judge Parker, as 
Senator Grady has suggested, for no other 
candidate is before the people who could 


be elected on the Democratic ticket, and I 
move the adoption of the resolutions.”’ 

W. Bourke Cockran then arose and said: 

**Senator McCarren seems to have ad- 
dressed himself to the smallest boy in the 
gallery. (Laughter.] I'll address myself 
to the largest man in the hall, and will 
leave you to imagine who that may be. . 

“The majority report from the Resolu- 
tions Committee gives no reasons why Judge 
Parker should be nominated. The minority 
report gives strong reasons why the nomi- 
nation should be made. The majority asks 
the nomination as a favor; the nority 
asks it on Judge Parker's record. 

“The resolutions of the minority are sin- 
cere. They plant Judge Parker on his rec- 
ord. The majority plants him on the wishes 
of a certain statesman. The majority wants 
to hang the fortunes of a certain statesman 
around the neck of Judge Parker, whether 
as a decoration or as a burden let the 
recollection of the last ten pone decide. 
{Long laughter and applause.

ALBANY, April 18.—There was something 
pathetic as well as ridiculous in the col- 
lapse of the Hearst boom. The small re- 
sults which were achieved, notwithstand- 
ing the evidently lavish expenditure of 
money by Mr. Hearst’s boomers, excited 
sympathetic comments even from the Tam- 
many men, 

When the jam in the lobby of the Ten 
Eyck Hotel and in the Tammany head- 
quarters became so great as to cause de- 
cided discomfort those who objected to be- 
ing jostled sought relief in the Hearst 
headquarters, where there was always an 
abundance of room. 

The Hearst parade, which was to over- 
whelm the Hill and Tammany men with 
the strength of the Hearst movement 
among the ‘“‘ common people,” was about as 
utter a failure as could be imagined. - The 
parade was formed at a tavern on Wash- 
ington Avenue. It was headed by two 
mounted policemen and a band, and con- 
sisted of about fifty men and boys, carry- 
ing blue pennants with the word “‘ Hearst’’ 
inscribed thereon in white letters. 

The supply of pennants provided so far 
exceeded the number of those willing to 
march with them that a general distribu- 
tion of them was made along the avenue. 
The air to-day being balmy, there were a 
large number of nurses out with their in- 
fant charges on the avenue, and every 
nurse got a pennant for herself and one 
for her infant charge. The sight of the 
many babies with Hearst pennants led 
“Tom”? Dunn to remark to his compan- 
ions: 

“This Hearst boom will be a winner in 
1930—mark my words.” 

The Hearst banners contained such in- 
scriptions as the following: 

‘Who hit the Coal Trust? Ask Baer.” 

“The only man who can win is William 
R. Hearst, Fall in line.’ 

The Hearst men had a long-distance tele- 
phone in the convention hall, and all 
through Chairman Raines’s speech the at- 
tention of the delegates and spectators 
was distracted by the calls for the office 
of Mr. Hearst’s newspaper in New York. 

The Hearst men this afternoon started a 
charge that money was being used against 
their candidate, but they were soon laughed 
into silence. 


PARKER’S NEIGHBORS HURRAH. 


Special Trainioad of Them Went to Al- 
bany and Whooped Things Up.

ALBANY, April 18.—At 11 o’clock this 
morning a special train of eight cars ar- 
rived over the West Shore from Ulster 
County. It brought to the convention city 
600 neighbors and friends of Judge Alton 
B. Parker, without respect to politics. 

More than a sixth of the large delegation 
were Republicans, and many more were 
men who had never been associated with 
politics in any way other than the tasting 
of their votes.

After leaving the train the men divided 
into two divisions, each preceded by a 
band, marched down Broadway to State 
Street, and so to the Ten Eyck, where a 
stop was made and rousing cheers given 
for Judge Parker, for D. B. Hill, and for 
Supreme Court Justice Betts, who was at 
the Ten Eyck to greet them.

Hall Too Small, No Heat, and Dele- 
gates Rush the Place. 


RAINES SOUNDS THE KEYNOTES 


Chairman in Speech Attacks Trusts, 
Carnegie in Particular, Odell, and 
Roosevelt—Leaders Get 
Greetings. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, April 18.—In the crush to get 
into Harmanus Bleecker Hall for the after- 
noon session of the convention, coats were 
torn, hats were broken, faces scratched, 
feet trampled, and tempers badly ruf- 
fled. The seating capacity of the hall 
was totally inadequate to accommodate 
those who wanted to get in or even those 
who held tickets, and the police arrange- 
ments were execrable. 

The doors were not opened even to ticket 
holders until a few minutes before the hour 
set for the commencement of proceedings, 
with the usual result that everybody tried 
to get in at once. 

A large number of people who only had 
admission tickets got into the seats of the 
delegates, which had not been marked off, 
and when the delegates arrived there was 
confusion. It took the police some time to 
get the intruders out. 

There was but little decoration of the 
hall, Looped flags hung from the proscen- 
ium arch, and the railing of the stéps to the 
stage was festooned, but otherwise there 
Was no attempt at decoration. 

Among those who occupied boxes were 
Mrs. Hall, daughter of Judge Alton B. 
Parker; Judge Denis O’Brien of the Court 
of Appeals and the Misses O’Brien; former 
United States Senator Edward Murphy, 
Jr., of Troy, and party; Norman E. Mack 
and Eliot F, Danforth and party, Attorney 
General John Cunneen and Anthony N. 
Brady of Albany, and ex-Mayor Manning 
of Albany. 

In oné'pf the upper boxes sat Senator 
John Raines, the majority leader of the 
Senate. He was later joined by Assembly- 
man Rogers of Broome, the leader of the 
majority in the Assembly. Senator George 
W. Ma:by was another prominent Repub- 
lican who was present. 


Raines Against Raines. 


Senator John Raines is a brother of 
George Raines, who was the temporary 
and permanent Chairman of the convention, 
and when Chairman Raines in his speech 
referred sarcastically to the recent recon- 
Ciliation between Senator Brackett and his 
brother there was general laughter, and 
the attention of the whole convention was 
fixed on Senator Raines, who seemed to be 
not a little embarrassed.

and James W. Gerard were among the first 
of the Tammany delegates to arrive. They 
were greeted with applause. 

The tickets for admission to the conven- 
tion hall were not issued until this morn- 
ing, the explanation given being that the 
Hill managers were afraid that the Hearst 
men would counterfeit them and pack the 
hall with Hearst rooters. But despite the 
precautions taken by the Hill men to pre- 
vent any undue Hearst demonstration, a 
number of the Hearst men did gain en- 
trance to the gallery of the hall with great 
bunches of Hearst literature concealed be- 
neath their coats. They cast these out over 
the auditorium to fall like huge snowflakes 
on those seated on the floor below: 

The National interest which was taken in 
the convention was indicated by the charac- 
ter of the crowd on the platform. Daniel 
Campau, National Committeeman from 
Michigan, Josiah Quincy of Massachusetts, 
and other more or less notable politicians 
from other sections, and correspondents of 
leading papers from all over the Union were 
among those holding platform seats. 

Senator McCarren entered the hall with- 
out attracting the least attention.

LIE PASSED IN COMMITTEE. 


Grady Says Committeeman Dowd of Al- 
legany Tried to Bribe a Man. 


ALBANY, April 18.—The first political 
event of the day was the meeting of the 
State Committee at 10 o’clock. W. F. Bal- 
kam of Rochester presented the name of 
George Raines of that city as the candidate 
for temporary Chairman and it was unani+ 
mously adopted. 

When the roll of delegates was about 
to be called Senator Grady moved that all 
the contests be noted. He said that it was 
due the committee that they should know 
that the roll to be called was not perfect 
and that there’ were contests. Said he: 
‘‘T call attention to the case of Committee- 
man Dowd of Allegany, who went over 
into Cattaraugus and made himself the 
Secretary of a convention to which he was 
not a delegate. Then later he certified to 
the list of delegates.’’ 

Mr. Dowd said: ‘‘ The Senator misstates. 
No such thing was done. I don’t know of 
any contest.” . 

‘““Why, you offered last night to pay a 
contesting delegate’s fare back home if-he 
would leave,” said Senator Grady. Amidst 
a roar of laughter Mr. Dowd tried to pro- 
test, but Senator Grady insisted that it 
was a fact. 

Finally the chair ruled that contests 
would only be noted when filed with the 
committee, saying: ‘‘ Why, Senator Grady, 
you don’t think that you have the right 
to notice contests in Cattaraugus and 
Chautauqua?”’ 

“Certainly I have,” answered Senator 
Grady, ‘‘ when fraud is being done.” 

Later when Cattaraugus was reached 
Senator Grady called ‘ contest,” and, Mr. 
Dowd retaliated by noting a contest in 
Senator Grady’s district. Grady jumped to 
his feet and putting his ringer in Dowd’s 


face shouted: ‘‘ Don’t lie here like you le 
to your own constituents at home.” 

“J am not lying.. I have as much right 
to protest as you have,” 
Dowd. 

-** You do lie, and last night you tried to 
bribe a man to leave here and go home, 
afraid he would expose you,” said Grady. 

The Chair ruled again that contests not 
filed would not be recognized, but the 
turmoil broke out again when the Onon- 
daga delegates were called. State Com- 
mitteeman Dunfee declared that the names 
he had handed in were not on the list, and 
accused the officers of the committee of 
= false. 

r. Buntee spoke in heated terms, calling 
his opponents “liars, thieves, and sneaks.” 

The Chair finally ruled that Mr. Dunfee’s 
delegates must go on the roll. 


WESTCHESTER ANTI-HILL. 


Contestants Are Not Recognized and 
Walsh Men Get the Seats.

ALBANY; April 18.—One of the liveliest 
incidents 6f the convention occurred when 
the Committee on Credentials: met this 
afternoon in the Kenmore Hotel to hear 
the contests from half a score of districts, 
chief among Which was that in Westches- 
ter County. In Westchester contests were 
brought in the Second and Third Districts 
against the sitting delegates who are con- 
trolled by ex-Mayor -Michael Walsh of 
Yonkers. This was with a view to control 
the delegation from the Twenty-second Sen- 
ate District, so that a Hill man could be 
named as committeeman against Walsh.. 

The Westchester contest was the last 
heard by the committee, which held its 
sessions behind closed doors, and for more 
than an hour the members of the commit- 
tee switched back and forth on the vote, 
waiting for missing members to be brought 
in. On the first motion to seat the’ con- 
testing delegates, the vote was 21 to 19 
against, and the Walsh men were left in. 

The Tammany men then moved to sustain 
the sitting members, but this was lost by a 
vote of 21 to 20. When the committee re- 
ported it held that the result of the first 
ballot should be considered as sustaining 
the Walsh men, and this was approved in 
the convention without dissent, 

In the other | districts the outcome dif- 


fered. The Dunfee men in Onondaga 
County, .who are anti-Hill, were thrown 
out by a vote of 29 to 16, the Tammany 
men voting against the -contestants. In 
Chautauqua and Cayuga Counties the con- 
testants were disregarded and the sitting 
members sustained, this being a Hill move.

Secret of Tammany’s Obstinate 
Opposition to Parker. 


HIS VAIN APPEAL TO HILL 


With Parker President, Murphy Feels 

That Hill and McCarren Might Com- 

pass His Downfall — All Tam- 
many Behind the Leader.

ALBANY, April 18.—‘ What is the mean- 
ing of Tammany’s .fight against instruc- 
tions for Judge Parker?” 

That is the question which is heard on 
every side here to-day. There were few 
to whom the question was put who were 
able to offer any explanation, especially 
when it became perfectly appayent to 
everybody that Tammany would be utterly 
powerless to prevent instructions for Judge 
Parker and Murphy still continued his 
opposition without advancing any reason 
for his course. 

That Tammany would invite an igno- 
minious defeat by David B. Hill for no 
purpose was incredible, and yet to most 
politicians it seems that that was just what 
Mr. Murphy was doing, for it is generally 
conceded now that, whatever chance there 
tnay have been for the nomination of either 
Grover Cleveland or Mayor McClellan at 
St. Louis that chance~has been com- 


pletely dissipated by the force of the 
arker sentiment both in New York and 
in the other States of the country. 
e conference between Hiil and Mur- 
phy last night developed the real reason 
which underlies the seemingly strange 
course which Mr. Murphy has pursued. 
—e Murphy, having abandoned ali notion 
that there was.a ossibility of the nomina- 
tion of Mayor McClellan at St. Louis would

It, Parker should be nominated and 
elected President without a definite pledge 
to Tammany that the Federal patronage 
would not be used to build up Hill and Me- 

arren to the detriment of Tammany Mr. 
Murphy feels that he would be largely at 
the mercy of Hill and McCarren. It is that 
situation which he is fighting to prevent. 
His only object in havin Tammany oppose 
instructions for Judge Parker has been to 
compel a pledge from Parker that Tam- 
many would be treated “fairly.” This 
pledge he has been unable to get. Hence 
the Tammany fury to-day. 

Judge Parker and those of his friends 
who are antagonistic to Hill do not relish 
the existing conditions, but the Judge is 
understood to feel powerless to remedy 
them without showing disloyalty to McCar- 
ren, who has been his steadfast friend 
throughout, 

Murphy is bent on the destruction of Mc- 
Carren. He and all of his lieutenants feel 
that with Parker President and McCarren 
National Committeeman or State Chair- 
man, McCarren will plot with Timothy D. 
Sullivan and other Tammany leaders be- 
low Fourteenth Street to bring about the 
everthrow of Murphy in the next City Con- 
vention and not unlikely also his deposition 
4s the leader of Tammany. 

Murphy and his friends feel that they are 
fighting for their political lives. 

Do you think,” said Mr. Hill to the 
Tammany chieftain, ‘‘that the friends of 
Judge Parker, being in a large majority 1 
the convention, are going to give to those 
who are opposed to Judge Parker a dele- 
gate at large who would able to address 
the St. Louis Convention with some show 
of authority in opposition to the Judge’s 
candidacy.

The delegates got together at 5 o’clock, 
with Ccrporation Counsel Delany in the 
chair, Mr. Delany laid before the dele- 
rates the conferences that had been held 

etween Mr. Murphy and Mr. Hill yester- 
day efternoon, and after he had told them 
that there was nothing to expect from 
Hill in the way of concessions or compro- 
mise, it was decided without a dissenting 
yoice’ that the delegates should back up 
Mr. Murphy in any fight that might de- 
velop at the evening session. 

Close friends of Mr. Murphy declared 
after the caucus that Mr. Murphy had 
been anxious to effect a compromise where- 
by: some recognition should be given to 
New  Ycrk befitting to‘the vote cast in 
that county, but that Mr. Hill was deter- 
mined on humiliating Tammany and on 
threwing out all delegations elected by his 
enemies, no matter what section of the 
State they came from. 

Without accident or incident, the special 
trains bearing the rank and file of Tam- 
many reached Albany soon after noon to- 
day, with more than 250 braves in each 
section.

PARKER MEN WIN FIRST 
SKIRMISH OF THE DAY 


Resolutions Committee Votes to In- 
struct for the Judge. 


TAMMANY FIGHTS IN VAIN 


Grady and Cockran Argue, but Commit- 
tee, Under McCarren’s Eye, 
Snows Them Under. 


= 


ALBANY, April 18.—The early feature of 
the day was naturally the meeting of the 
Committee on Resolutions in the afternoon, 
presided over by Senator P. H. McCarren 
as Chairman. It developed into a heated 
controversy over the proposed adoption of 
a plank in the platform instructing the del- 
egation to vote for Judge Parker as the 
nominee for President. 

Senator Thomas F, Grady, Representative 
W. Bourke Cockran, and ex-Senator Charles 
A. Towne, all of Tammany, opposed that 
section. Senator McCarren ‘read a set 02f 
resolutions outlining the platform of the 
convention, which covered these points: 

Corporations chartered by the State to ve 
subjected to the regulations of the State; 
objection to trusts and combinations in op- 
position to healthy industrial competition; 
check upon public expenditures so that the 
burden of the taxpayers be réduced; the 
maintenance of State rights and the home 
rule policy; equal rights of labor and cor- 
porations; delegates to St. Louis to be in- 
structed for Alton B. Parker, to vote as a 
unit, and to fill any vacancies that may 
occur in the delegation. 

W. Bourke Cockran offered an amend- 
ment to the resolution regarding the in- 
struction of the delegates for Parker by 
proposing that they be sent uninstructed, 
and to take counsel at St. Louls with the 
other delegates from the different States, 
the delegates then to state their choice as 
Judge Parker if he shotild be found to be 
the choice of the other States. 

Mr. McCarren spoke at length in favor 
of having the delegates instructed for Judge 
Parker, declaring that they would then be 
showing to the other States of the Union 
that the people of New York were solid for 
the Judge. 

Senator Grady said that he had never 
been and hoped he would never be instruct- 
ed by a conyention, and that he believed it 
would be to the detriment of the Democratic 
Party to send delegates instructed for 
Parker or any other man, for the reason 
that between now and next July things 
might arise that would affect the party 


policy most gravely and tend to change its 
opinion. 

James W. Ridgway of: Brooklyn spoke in 
favor of the delegates going instructed for 
Parker. He said that if they were unin- 
structed it would give the people of the 
Union the impression that the people of the 
State of New York, or rather the - De- 
meaesy of the State of New York, had no 
choice. 

Mr. Cockran again addressed the commit- 
tee in support of his. amendment, saying 
that the platform was a matter for the dele- 
gates at St. Louis to determine and con- 
struct without preyious instructions, and 
that the candidate should likewise be se- 
lected by the National Convention. 

Mr. Cockran’s amendment to send the 
delegates uninstructed was lost by a vote 
of 27 to 12. A vote was then taken on the 
original resolution of Mr, McCarren, and 
resulted as follows: 

Ayes, 28; nays, 11; absentees, 11. The 
absentees were mostly from the New York 
districts. It was further resolved that the 
resolution as presented by Chairman Mc- 
Carren be adopted as a whole. 


MINT’S TREMENDOUS. OUTPUT. 


Forty-two Tons of Gold Made Into Coins 
in One Week. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 18.—The enor- 
mous output of gold coinage at the Phila- 
delphia Mint continues at a rate which sur- 
Passes all previous records. Since Feb. 6 
up to April 16, there has been coined $60,- 
180,390 in $20 gold pieces. 

The coinage during the week beginning 
Monday, April 11, and ended on Saturday, 
April 16, inclusive, aggregated $11,302,600 
in gold, an average of nearly $2,000,000 per 
day. On the last day of this record-break- 
Ing week the coinage was $2,500,000, also a 
record breaker. The weight of the gold to 
produce this one week's coinage was over 
forty-two tons. 

This vast coinage of gold in so short a 
time, it was announced at the Mint, has 
never been equaled by the mints of any 


other nation, nor by any mint in this coun- 
ry.

ST. PETERSBURG, April 18.—The Rus- 
sian outposts are now on islands of the 
Yalu River 100 yards from the Japanese 
outposts, which are preparing to retire. 

A detachment of Russian troops which 
left Southern Ussuri has reached Maoer- 
Shan (on the west bank of the Yalu River, 
175 miles north of Ping-Yang) without hav- 
ing encountered any of the enemy. The de- 
tachment has occupied a mountain pass 
between Manchuria and Korea which it is 
fortifying with mountain batteries. 

St. Petersburg is flooded with rumors 
from all directions regarding the plans of 
the Japanese now that the Russian fleet 
at Port Arthur is unable longer to menace 
‘their troop transports. These can safely 
pass through the Straits of Pe-chi-Li, and 
aitempt to land at the head of the Gulf 
of Liao-Tung under the guns of the war- 
ships, as did Gen. Shafter’s army at Dai 
Quiri, Cuba. If this should succeed, the 
Japanese will be in an excellent position 
to execute a flank movement on Liao- 
Yang or cut off Port Arthur. 

Gen. Kttrropatkin recently inspected Niu- 
Chwang. He is familiar with the strategic 
position there and disposed a strong force 
to contest a Japanese move at that point, 
and if such move is made it is believed he 
will be able to check it. 

An attempted landing by Japanese troops 
on the shores of Morea Bay, between Port 
Arthur and the Yalu River, on April 12, was 
frustrated by the Russians. 

A Japanese torpedo-boat flotilla’ scouted 
the shores of the bay, but was received 
with such a heavy fire from land batteries 
at Taku-Shan, Ching-Tai-Tse, Tchanhe, and 
Bedzino that it retired. 

Viee Admiral. Togo’s flagship then re- 
called nine transports which were on the 
Way to land.troops. A squadron of ten 
warships protecting the transports with- 
drew with them. 

The Russians have twenty thousand con- 
centrated at Taku-Shan. 


A ferce landing between Taku-Shan and 
Ching-Tai-Tse would have been in a posi- 
tion to isolate the defenders of Port Arthur 
and cut their line of communication. Taku- 
Shan is in Manchuria, about fifty miles to 
ihe westward of the estuary of the Yalu 
River, and Ching-Tai-Tse is about twenty- 
five miles west of Taku-Shan, or about 150 
miles from Port Arthur. The other towns 
mentioned are smaller places on the coast 
in this vicinity. 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of The 
London Standard reported last Saturday a 
rumor to the effect that Vice Admiral 
Togo’s fleet escorted a Japanese landing of 
troops to the westward of the Yalu River. 
When 12,000 men had been landed, accord- 


ing to the rumor, the Russian troops, from 
ambush, suddenly attacked the Japanese, 
driving them back to their ships with heavy 
losses in mén and guns.

CZAR SPARES TERRORISTS. 


Death Sentence on Dr. Guershovnia and 
Accomplices Commuted. 


ST. PETERSBURG, April 18.--The Em- 
peror has extended imperial clemency to 
Dr. Guershovnia and two accomplices who 
were in the Terrorist plot which resulted in 
the assassinations of M. Bogoliepoff, the 
Minister of instruction, who was killed by 
Karpovich three years ago; M. Sipiaguine, 
the Minister of the Interior, who was shot 
by Balschaneff two years ago, and Gov. 
Bogdanovitech of Oufa, who was killed last 
year. 

Guershovnia and his accomplices were 
sentenced by a court-martial to be hanged, 
but the Emperor disapproved of the sen- 
tence, which was commuted to fifteen 
years’ imprisonment at hard labor. Guer- 
shovnia is considered to have been the 
chief of the plotters and to be the most 
dangerousgof the Russian Terrorists.

RUSSIAN LOAN NOT EXPECTED. 


Berlin Discredits Reports of an Issue 
of Bonds.

BERLIN, April 18.—Reports have been 
current that Russia is about to issue a 
large quantity of 5 per cent. bonds.

A new Russian loan is not yet believed 
to be urgent, and it is even suggested 
that if Russia intends to borrow money 
she can afford to wait until she achieves 
some military success which might ena- 
ble her to borrow on more favorable 
terms than are at present practicable. 


TAFT BOWS TO THE HOUSE. 


Withdraws Support of Chaffee on the 
Military Camp Site Dispute. 
WASHINGTON, April 18.—Secretary of 


War Taft removed one of the prime causes 
of friction between Congress and the execu- 
tive department. He wrote to the Senate 
Military Affairs Committee withdrawing 
his support of the opposition made by Lieut. 
Gen. Chaffee to the military camp sites 
chosen by the House. In his letter he says: 

*‘ The Chief of Staff pointed out objections 
to the method of purchase, and certain 
criticisms upon some of the camp sites se- 
lected. I concurred in this memorandum 
and forwarded it to Senator Quarles. 

“I have since sending that communica- 
tion had a good many conferences with 
members of Congress and of the military 
committees of the House and Senate. After 
what I hope is due reconsideration, I have 
reached the conclusion that it will be great- 
ly to the public interest if a bill like that 
reported by the House committee, to wit, 
9662, should pass both houses at this ses- 
sion.

,expansion, but Wwe are bound to secure 
ourselves an outlet on the seas. For the 
English, however, their policy of refus- 
ing us admission to these seas is not so 
much a direct end as a means of guard- 
ing against any danger our presencs 
might constitute to their communica- 
tions with India.” 

The Russ considers the 
agreement along these lines by no means 
too daring once the principle of frank 
recognition of the predominating inter- 
ests of the negotiating parties is allowed 
to operate freely.

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RUSSIAN SUBMARINE 
SENT TO THE FRONT 


Two Battleships Said to Have 
Been Bought in Germany. 


MAY ABANDON PORT ARTHUR 


St. Petersburg Paper Says Step Would 
Not Affect Result of Campaign— 
Col. Agapeieff Alive. 


ST. PETERSBURG, April 18.—The first 
of five new submarine boats building at 
St. Petersburg and forty wagonloads of 
ammunition were dispatched to-day to the 
theatre of war. The submarine boat, which 
was sent off in sections, is elliptical in 
shape and fitted with an improved elec* 
trical apparatus for firing torpedoes, which 
it is claimed experiments have shown enor- 


mously increases the offensive power of 
torpedoes. 

In all, there are fourteen 
boats planned or in course of construction 
at the Neva Works here, and it is expected 
that all will be ready for dispatch to the 
Far East about the middle of July. 

It is asserted with great positiveness that 
Russia has purchased two battleships at 
Schichau and Elbing, 

A special telegram from Port Arthur 
Says the cruiser Bayan exceeded her trial 
speed when she went out to the rescue of 
the torpedo boat destroyer Strashni. 

The same dispatch reports that a Japan- 
ese cruiser was sunk, adding that the cause 
is unknown. >

= strengthens the Japanese mine ver- 
sion. 

Members of the Naval Staff frankly admit 
that they do not know the cause of the dis- 
aster, but some of them already are in- 
clined to admit the probability that the 
enemy's avowal is true.

JAPAN’S DEBT TO MAKAROFF. 


Mr. Uchida Says Russian Admiral Gave 
Lessons in Naval Warfare. 


About 300 members and guests of the Em- 
pire State Society of the Sons of the Amer- 
ican Revolution who assembled last night 
for the annual banquet in the Waldorf-As- 
toria were told by Japanese Consul Gen- 
eral Uchida some of the reasons why Japan 
is now fighting Russia. 

‘““We are struggling,’’ declared the Con- 
sul General, ‘“‘for the maintenance of the 
same principles and the same cause as did 
your ancestors over 100 years ago—those 
of liberty and independence. 

**Only a few days ago a Russian warship 
was sunk off Port Arthur and Admiral 
Makaroff went down with his ship. Ever 
since then Russia has been getting letters 
of condolence from different countries of 
the world. We admired Admiral Makaroff 


as one of the most distinguished Admirals 
of the whole Russian Navy. He supplied 
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many naval books to the world, and from } 
these books Japan learned much about how ; 


to destroy the enemy's ships. We regret his 
death because he can’t write any more 
books for our guidance in naval warfare. 


To say that his battleship was destroyed by | 


one of our mines is no glory for him, and to 
say that his battleship was destroyed by 
one of his own mines is a disgrace to his 
memory.”’

HANNA MEN FIGHT ROOSEVELT. 


Angered by Allotment of Plums to 
Foraker Followers.

WASHINGTON, April 18.—The old Han- 
na faction in Ohio, now headed by Senator 
Dick, received another setback to-day 
from President Roosevelt and intends to 
fight Mr. Roosevelt’s latest Foraker ap- 
pointee to the end, and prevent his confir- 
mation at this session of the Senate. 

The President’s action in appointing 
Foraker men to places held by Hanna men 
at Lima and Napoleonville had already ir- 
ritated the Hanna men, but they were 
hopeful that he merely intended to divide 
the patronage, and that they would get 
the next slice. Not only were their hopes 
dashed to-day by the nomination of 
Charles A. Judson to be Collector of Cus- 
toms and James E. Melville to be Post- 
master at Sandusky, but the way in which 
the appointments were made has infuriated 
them. 

Senator Dick has answered the Presi- 
dent’s action by introducing a bill to abol- 
ish the collection district of Sandusky and 
thus throw Judson out, and there is every 


sign that war is on between the President 
and the Hanna men. 

C. A. Leher was Postmaster at Sandusky, 
and he was a Foraker man, while Edward 
Zurhorst, the Collector, was a Hanna man. 
About a year ago Zurhorst filed charges 
against Leher. They were investigated, 
and the postal officials recommended 
Leher’s removal, but owing to the ticklish 
condition of Ohio politics the charges were 
allowed to sleep. 

Senator Dick learned that the President 
intended to put a man in Zurhorst’s place, 
and he feared, from the action taken in the 
Lima and Napoleon cases that it might 
be a Foraker man. He therefore revived 
the old charges against Leher and brought 
them to the President’s attention. He 
argued that Leher ought to be removed. 
The President looked into the charges 
and agreed with him. 

Dick, if not happy; was at least content, 
thinking that even if Foraker got the Col- 
lectorship he would even things by getting 
the Postmastership. Instead of that~the 
President has nominated Judson and Mel- 
ville, both of whom are Foraker men. 

The Hanna men take this as evidence 
that they are to receive no recognition at 
al] from the Administration, coming, as it 
does, on the heels of the Lima and Napo- 
leonville appointments. Mr. Dick says he 
will not allow Judson to be confirmed at 
this session. This, however, will,do him 
no good, for the session will come to an 
end in a couple of weeks at latest, and the 
President will give Judson a recess ap- 
pointment. 

It is said that in consequence of this ac- 
tion the Hanna men will make a fight to 
keep Foraker from being elected a delegate 
at large to the National Convention, and 
will reopen the fight at every point.

Damage amounting to $5,000 and serious 
discomfort and alarm to several families 
were caused last evening by a fire which 
totally destroyed two three-story unfin- 
ished dwellings at 1,434 and 1,436 Bryant 
Street, near the Southern Boulevard, in the 
Bronx.

WASHINGTON, April 18.—The House to- 
day passed the last of the supply bills of 
the Government, the general deficiency ap- 
propriation measure, after a stormy ses- 
sion which lasted till 8:15 in the ev ning. 
The contest was a party one over the defi- 
ciency appropriation for pensions which the 
Democrats tried ineffectively to amend by 
incorporating as a law the recent Execu- 
tive age disability pension order. 

An effort was made by Mr. Moon of Ten- 
nessee tO secure a yea and nay vote on 
his amendment as to the age disability or- 
der, but the Speaker refused to recognize 
him for this purpose. On a pro forma mo- 
tion to recommit the bill, the Democrats, 
angered by the Speaker’s refusal to rec- 
ognize Mr. Moon, secured a roll call. 

The absence of a quorum developed on 
the second roll call, whereupon Speaker 
Cannon, in order, as he frankly said, to 
gain time and secure the attendance of 
absent members for whom clerks were 
scurrying, had the roll call read a third 
time regardless of the rule limiting the 
reading to twice. Finally the quorum was 
obtained, the motion to recommit defeated, 
and the bill@vas passed. 

Late in the afternoon Mr. Hitt offered his 
Chinese Exclusion bill, introduced Satur- 
day, as an amendment to the General De- 
ficiency bill, and it was accepted without 
objection. Several bills were passed early 
in the day under suspension of the rules. 

When the committee took up the defi- 
ciency appropriation of $4,000,000 for pen- 
sions, embracing $1,500,000 to carry out the 
provisions of the President’s recent order 
regarding age disability, Mr. Underwood 
(Dem., Ala.,) offered’ an amendment re-= 
ducing the total appropriation to $2,500,000. 
The last of several amendments to this 
amendment was one offered by Mr. Moon, 
providing that persons who served ninety 
days or more in the service of the United 
States during the civil war shall, when 
they reach the age of sixty-two years, re- 
ceive $6 a month, after sixty-five years $3 
a month, after sixty-eight years $10 a 
month, after seventy years $12 a month. 

It developed that this last amendment 
was a sharp move by the Democrats. Mr. 
Hemenway made a point of order against 
it because he said it changed existing law. 
Mr. Underwood promptly stated that it 
followed word for word the President's or- 
der, and inquired if the President was more 
entitled to violate existing law than the 
House. 

Mr. Hemenway declared that in the con- 
fusion he did not get the drift of the amend- 
ment, and in defending the appropriation 
as provided by the bill, said the Demo- 
crats had been wandering around for ten 
months for an issue in the coming cam- 
paign, and they thought they had it now, 
but, he said, the Republicans would meet 
them on that issue. He charged that by 
the several amendments, the Demo¢rats 
were simply trying to play politics at the 
expense.of the old soldiers. 

Mr. Moon indignantly denied that he of- 
fered his amendment for political effect. 
It was offered, he said, solely that there 
may be no doubt of what the soldiers are 
entitled to, because he believed the order 


a wise ana sensible one if enacted into law 
in pursuance of the Constitution... 

The point of order against the Moon 
amendment. was sustained amid derisive 
laughter from the Democratic side. 

All amendments were rejected, and the 
bill was reported to the House. Mr. Moon 
was recognized for a parliamentary in- 
quiry, but moved to recommit the bill with 
instructions to incorporate the Executive 
order in the Dill. 

‘““The gentleman was not recognized for 
that purpose,” the Speaker interrupted 
with some irritation. 

In the meantime, Mr. Payne (Rep., N. Y.,) 
moved to recommit the bill. 

‘““The Speaker of the House cannot re- 
fuse to entertain the motidn of the gentle- 
man from Tennessee,’’ Mr. Williams broke 
in. 

With some warmth, the Speaker replied: 
“The Speaker did refuse.’’ Then the roll 
was called thrice, and the bill passed. 


Colombia and Venezuela Friends. 
WASHINGTON, April 18.—From Colom- 
bian and Venezuelan sources, the State De- 
partment is advised by cable that the Gov- 
ernments at Caracas and Bogota have 
agreed to resume friendly relations and 
are about to appoint Consuls. The rela- 


tions between the two countries were in- 
terrupted about two years ago, when, dur- 
ing the course of a revolution in Vene- 
zuela, a large force of Colombians gathered 
on the western and northern frontier.

KNEW OF ROTHSCHILD. 


“T knew nothing’ of David Rothschild 
except that he was President and largely 
owner of the Federal Bank. They told’me 
he was largely interested in the Globe Se- 
curity Company. That assured me, as 
much as anything could, of the latter con- 
cern’s reliability. No, I don’t care to say 
what I have learned lately about the two 
concerns.”’ 

Gen. Tracy said he knew his name was 
used on the circular of the Globe Securit‘: 
Company—the first one it ever issued. He 
gave his consent to its use. It never en- 
tered his head, he said, that anything was 
wrong. In one litigation, the exact nature 
of which he did not recall, the General had 
appeared for the company, and incident- 
ally he hdd met John Muirhead, Roths- 
ehild’s factotum at the Globe Security 
Cémpany’s offices in the American Tract 
Society's Building. He never had seen 
Rothsenild. 

A receiver was appointed yesterday for 
thte security concern. John Muirhead dis- 
appeared early in the afternoon, as far as 
the Federal authorities could tell, and the 
office of the Globe became occupied by a 
Deputy Sheriff, who had an attachment 
to serve, and by the remnants of a large 
corps of women stenographers. United 
States Marshal Henkel, unable to find 
Muirhead, went back to his office. 

The petition in bankruptcy against the 
Globe Security Company of 150 Nassau 
Street, was filed by Myer & Goldson for the 
following creditors: James S. O'’Neale, 
$5,000 on a note dated March 14, 1903, pay- 
able five days after demand; Ascher Oster- 
man, $1,500, on a note dated Jan. 7, 1904, 
payable six months after demand, and 
Samuel Sewell, $700, on a note of $1,000, 
dated Dec. 11, 1903, payable six months 
after demand, on which $700 is due. 

It was alleged that the company is insolv- 
ent, has made payments of $25,000 to certain 
creditors upon antecedent indebtedness, has 
transferred merchandise, accounts, and 
dues receivable to the amount of $25,000, 
to various persons, firms, and corpora- 
tions upon antecedent indebtedness, and 
removed a large part of its property. The 
company has no rating in Bradstreet’s. 

Judge Holt of the United States District 
Court appointed James McKeen receiver 
of the assets, with a bond of $25,000. The 
liabilities are estimated at $750,000 and 
assets $50,000. In the application for the 
receiver it was stated that in the last 
thirty days the company made large pay- 
ments to certain parties and firms, thereby 
preferring them; that the payments were 
made with the knowledge of its insolvency, 
and that it could not go on in business; 
that such payments have been made to 
‘David Rothschild, Louis Rothschild, and 
others connected with the company holding 
large amounts of its stock, and liable con- 
tingently, and directly for a large amount 
of its indebtedness; that Muirhead recently 
stated that he could not state how long 
the corporation could continue in business, 
but that if any creditors took any pro- 
ceedings it would undoubtedly result in the 
dissolution of the corporation. 

BANKER’S PICTURE TAKEN. 

One of the earliest callers at Headquar- 
ters yesterday morning to see Rothschild 
was Assistant District Attorney Kresel, 
who has charge of the bank investigation. 
Mr. Kresel, after a short conversation with 
the prisoner, talked with Inspector Mc- 
Clusky. Then Rothschild was taken to the 
Tombs Court, for arraignment. Before 
leaving Headquarters his photograph was 
taken by the official photographer. 

It was stated at Police Headquarters 
that Rothschild had been stopping at the 
Murray Hill Baths and was on his way 
to the Grand Central Station when arrest- 
ed, having registered at the baths as “§, 
Levy.’ His lawyers denied this, insisting 
that he had been at home, in the Ansonia.

On March 21 the 
examination had proceeded sufficiently to

" though represented to us as collectible, 
were, in our opinion, open to criticism. 
This amount was not, however, so large as 
to cause us extraordinary concern, for we 
had in our possession sufficient of the stock 
of the bank (which had been placed in 
escrow) to make good such undesirable 
paper. 

‘* Nevertheless, to feel perfectly at ease 
on the subject, we exacted of the former 
officials a personal guarantee of all the 
bills receivable, ioans and discounts owned 
by the bank on March 9. In addition to 
this guarantee they agreed to deliver to 
the bank collateral securities amounting to 
upward of $150,000 and also $376,000 of the 
capital stock of a corporation of which they 
are known to be large holders. 

“In this position, protected, as we 
thought, against any unknown possibility 
of loss, we had until the very last a firm 
belief in the strength of the institution and 
its ability to meet all its demands and obli- 
gations.”’

CINCINNATI, Ohio, April 18.—Cincinnati 
bankers to-day explained at least in part 
the reasons for the success of the Roths- 
childs in business in New York. When the 
Rothschilds failed in this city some years 
ago they left a long line of creditors, and 
several banks were among the heaviest 
losers at the time. One day all of the Cin- 
cinnati creditors received notice that they 
would be paid in full, principal and in- 
terest, All of the creditors received their 
money, and they all wrote letters to the 
Rothschilds highly praising these men for 
their honest methods of doing business. 

The Rothschilds kept these letters. of 
which there were probably forty or fifty, 
and when they went into the banking busi- 
ness in New York exhibited them con- 
spicuously. 


MURDERER TRIED SUICIDE. 


Car Barn Bandit Will Hang Friday If 
He Lives Till Then. 


CHICAGO, April 18.—Peter Niedermeyer, 
the leader of the car-barn bandits con- 
demned to die on the gallows next Friday, 
made two desperate attempts at Suicide to- 
day, and his condition is so critical that it 
is feared he will not survive. Should he 
still be alive on Friday he will be carried 
to the gallows and executed. 

Niedermeyer planned his attempted sui- 
eide carefully. First he chewed and swal- 
lowed the heads of seventy-five or eae hun- 
dred sulphur matches. Then he sawed at 
the radial artery of his left wrist with a 
sharp-pointed lead pencil. Striking a bone 
in the wrist, he gave up trying to sever the 
artery and turned his weapon to the large 
veins on the outer side of his left forearm, 
and lacerated the flesh and muscles of the 
arm and tore open the veins, making a 
large wound, through which the blood 
gushed in streams. 

The convict’s second attempt cume after 
the wound had been dressed by the county 
physician. Niedermeyer was lying appar- 
ently unconscious in the hospital under a 
guard’s care. His right arm and hand 
were hidden by the bedclothing, and with 
hardly a prone motion he slipped the 
bandages off kis left arm, and with his 
finger nails tore away the stitches in the 
wound. When an involuntary groan es- 
caped him and warned the nurses, Nieder- 
meyer exclaimed: 

“Let me die, doc! Go away and let me 
die! You were almost too late the first 
time. Now, why do you try to save my 
life? ’”’ 

For the last two weeks Niedermeyer has 
been saving ali the matches he was able to 
filch and beg. He even gave up smoking 
so that he could hoard them. 

A letter written by Niedermeyer prior to 
the attempt at suicide was found concealed 
in his cot. In it he expresses repentance 
for his career, but chiefly the letter is a 
morbid glorification of the writer’s courage

WRECKED COMPANIES 


Trial of the Action Brought by 
Stockholders for an Accounting. . 


WOULD SET ASIDE TRANSFERS 


Funds Said to Have Been Wrongfully 
Diverted and Directors to Have 
Taken Improper Salaries.

The “Whisky Trust,’ as the American 
Spirits Manufacturing Company is com 
monly known, is on trial before Justice 
Davis in the Supreme Court for the alleged 
‘wrongful diversion of funds of the com- 
pany belonging to certain stockholders, 
_who are the plaintiffs in the suit. It is as- 
serted in the complaint that the Directors 
of the concern acquired and then wrecked 
Subsidiary companies, and, electing them- 
selves officers of all of them, reaped a rich 
,harvest in the way of salaries to which 
they were not entitled. Ex-Justice A. J. 
Dittenhoefer told Justice Davis that the 
“ Whisky Trust’ was almost like the Ship- 
yards Trust. 

Moritz L. Ernst and Carl Ernst, bankers 
,and brokers of this city, have brought the 
‘suit for themselves and other stockholders 
similarly situated. They are represented by 
Mr. Dittenhoefer and David McClure. The 
defendants are the American Spirits Manu- 
facturing Company, the Standard Distilling 
and Distributing Company, the Spirits Dis- 
tributing Company, the Kentucky Distill- 
leries and Warehouse Company, the Dis- 
tilling Company of America, and Samuel 
Rice, Theodore H. Wentworth, Jules 8S. 
Bache, Howard J. M. Cardeza, Edson Brad- 
ley, Rudd C. Rann, Richard B. Hartshorn, | 
and P. Lewis Henderson, Directors of the 
“Trust.” They are represented by Alex- 
ander & Green.

Questions were asked Mr. Wentworth to 
elicit information on the subject of the offi- 
cering of the various companies controlled 
by the trust. The witness, said that he re- 
sided at 83 Hancock Street, Brooklyn. The 
offices of the Spirits Manufacturing Com- 
pany. he said, were at 27 William Street, 
as were also the offices of many of the 
subsidiary companies.

MISS -ANGLIN’S “CAMILLE” 


A Simple and Sincere but Unmodu- 
lated Performance.

It is a portentous array of memories 
that hover. about any actress who under- 
takes to play “Camille,” not only in the 
magniloquent pathos of Bernhardt and. the 
sheer emotional simplicity of Duse, but in 
a petty horde of details as well, from the 
frills and crinolines of costume reproduc- 
tions down to the emotional blowing of 
the Nethersole nose. Such things are em- 
barrassing alike to the artist and her critic, 
for both of whom the mirror of simple 
truth is shattered by a multitude of irrele- 
vant reflection 

It was to be expected that Miss Margaret 
Anglin’s Marguerite Gautier, which was 
revealed last night at the Hudson, Henry 
Miller playing Armand, would not climb to 
the heights of sublimity; and it was equal- 
ly certain that it would not fall to the 
derths of the crude and banal. But in 
spite of the puffs preliminary that have 
come across the continent from the Pa- 
cific Slope, one was not prepared to see 
her take a metropolitan audience quite so 
ecmpletely by storm. 

Judged by ideal standards it was not a 
deeply interesting performance. * Fine, 
elegant, nervous gayety; cozy abandon; 
melancholy allure; devotion, passion, resig- 
nation, sadness, ecstacy, serenity .. . 
éclat, beauty, brio ’’—these are some of the 
qualities that Dumas himself conceded to 
Doche, the first of a long line of Margue- 
rites; and most of them must be at the 
command of any actress who would be @ 
great Camille. 

How many of them can be transferred to 
Miss Anglin? Only a few. Her features do 
not suggest in their characteristic irregu- 
larity the commanding beauty of the 
courtesan. Her emotional range is not 
great, and not employed with any particu- 
lar command of gradations. Added to this 
she wore last night, together with 
Straight-front bodice and a skirt in the 
latest mode, a black wig parted in the mid- 
dle in mid-century fashion, so out of keep- 
ing with herself and the part as to be 
worthy of framing in a_gallery of April 
foolishness along with Wilton Lackaye’s 
beard in “ Pillars of Society.” Was it 
meant to reproduce the hair and coiffure of 
Alphonsine Plessis, called Marie Duplessis, 
the woman whom Dumas describes as the 
original of Marguerite? If so, they must 
have been over-susceptible in that Paris of 
the late forties. t= F 
But within her limitations of nature and 

make-up, Miss Anglin deployed rare 
gifts. Intelligent she always is—simple, 
fine, and sincere, with a single emotional 
note of authentic power. In the great scene 
in the third act with Armand’s father, by 
far the most varied and momentous in the 
piece, she played, if not with delicate shad- 
ing of values, yet with continuous heart- 
felt force and sincerity, and with a grip on 
the audience that brought burst after burst 
of applause. Grant, as one must, the es- 
sential untruth of the character and the 
romanticism of the self-sacrifice of the 
situation, there was something about it all, 
as Miss Anglin played it, which would not 
let the heart be cold. Or is it true of 
** Camille,” as it is false of ‘‘ Hamlet,’’ that 
none fail in it? 

Mr. Miller was not at his best as Armand. 
In many moments he was tame, and at the 
climax of the fourth act, when he ove 
whelms Marguerite with the money won 
at gambling, he was absurdly melodra- 
matic, quite ruining the finer values of a 
scene none too fine. 

In a cast of some general merit Jeffreys 
Lewis, Beverley Sitgraves, Bruce- McRae, 
and Morton Selten may be named for ex- 
cellence. The production was simple and 
handsome.

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FOR PRESIDENT, JUDGE PARKER. 

The Democrats of New York designate 
Judge ALTON B. PARKER as their candi- 
date for President, and commend him to 
the Democracy of the Union. The in- 
structions voted in the Democratic Con- 
vention at Albany last night may be 
considered practically as a determina- 
tion in advance of the choice of the St. 
Louis Convention, so clearly has the ac- 
ceptability of Judge PARKER been mani- 
fested, even thus early, all over the 
country. ‘Three months ago the name of 
Judge PARKER was only one of several 
names of Democrats of distinction con- 
tinually mentioned wherever the Demo- 
cratic nomination for the Chief Magis- 
tracy was under discussion. Of late the 
name of Judge Parker has stood alone 
in the consideration of Democrats seri- 
ously taking thought about the course 
their party should pursue and the nomi- 
nation it should make. During all this 
time Judge Parker's character and 
qualities and political strength have 
been diligently inquired into by leading 
Democrats in every State in the Union. 
The result of these inquiries has been in 
a high degree satisfactory, not merely in 
respect to Judge PARKER, as to whose 
fitness for the great office of President 
of the United States those who know 
him have entertained no doubt, but as 
to the condition of the Democratic 
Party, as to its recantation of past er- 
rors, its: disposition to repudiate false 
leaders, and its return to the sound and 
safe principles that guided it through 
a century of active existence. 

Judge Parker is worthy of the trust 
implied in the resolve of ‘the New York 
Democrats to present his name in the 
St. Louis Convention. Of his loyalty to 
Democratic principles there is no doubt, 
and, what is no less important in this 
campaign, there can be no question of 
the soundness, the sobriety, the maturity 
of his mind and judgment. He is not a 
creature of impulse. He is not in dan- 
ger of being swept off his feet by gusts 
of enthusiasm. He possesses trained 
powers of reasoning, and uses them. He 
is practiced in the forming of opinions on 
public affairs, and has that wide and 
real knowledge of the larger matters of 
Nationa] and popular interest which is 
one of the essential elements of an 
equipment for the Presidency. Demo- 
crats in many States of the Union have 
been waiting to hear the voice of New 
York. New York has spoken, and pres- 
ent indications warrant the belief that 
delegates instructed for Judge PARKER, 
or favoring him, will now be named in 
such numbers that his nomination at St. 
Louis will become a practical certainty 
long before the assembling of the con- 
vention. 

The platform adopted by the Conven- 
tion is one eminently well-calculated to 
regain for the party the confidence of 
the people, forfeited in recent years by 
the pursuit of dangerous policies un- 
der alien leadership. These resolutions 
breathe the spirit of old-time Democracy. 
They set the feet of the party upon the 
rock of the Constitution. They commit 
it to principles fashioned out of common 
sense, profitable human experience, and 
the judgments of right-thinking men. 
From beginning to end there is no com- 
fort.in this platform for wild men; 
there is no pajtering with folly; there is 
no compliance with unreason or the law- 
less spirit. There are no words of com- 
fort even for well-meaning doctriyaires. 
There is no note of insincerity—eyery 
plank of this brief platform embodies a 
declaration to which the party may in 
the campaign unreservedly commit it- 
self, and which a Democratic Adminis- 
tration may in good faith to the extent of 
its powers put in practice. It is a short 
platform, which is a good thing—it will! 
be read. It will disappoint Republican 
critics and factional seekers after flaws. 
There has been much talk about radical 
utterances, about the engrafting of Kan- 
sas City principles, and about appeals to 
the labor vote or some other vote. There 
is nothing of the kind in the platform. It 
puts jin the forefront the issues which 
every observing man sees ,will be the 
chief subjects of strife in the campaign; 
the questions, that is, which have been 
brought conspicuously into the view of 
the people by the conduct of President 
RoosEVELT. There is no undignified crit- 
icism of Executive acts, but the arraign- 
ment of the President in this platform is 
nevertheless severe. The usurpation of 
power, the overriding of law, the viola- 
tion of the pledged faith of the Nation, 
the undue prominence of the military 
_ spirit, and the unsteadiness of policy that 
spreads alarm in business circles and 
engenders distrust, these are matters of 
grave moment. No utterance of the plat- 
form will be more warmly welcomed, we 
think, than that which invokes the re- 


‘turn of peace and quiet “ to 
business confidence may be and 
that our people may again in t iit; 
enjoy the gains of their toil.” The planks 
relating to corporations and trusts are 
sane and sensible. The demand for a 
“reasonable revision of the tariff,” speci- 
fying those needless duties on raw ma- 
terials which impose a burden upon 
American manufacturers, will be ap- 
proved far beyond the limits of the Dem- 
ocratic Party. 

The Democrats of New York present a 
conservative candidate upon a conserva- 


‘tive platform. To use the time-honored 


phrase, they have sounded a “ keynote” 
for the campaign which will be heard 
with satisfaction wherever genuine De- 
mocracy exists and the well-tried princi- 
ples of the party are held in respect.

WAR NEWS. 

We believe it has not happened before 
in history that a war battle has been so 
fully known in all its details, from both 
sides, within so short a time, as the bat- 
tle in which Maxarorr and his flagship 
were lost was reported for the informa- 
tion of the readers of yesterday's Times. 
What tremendous conquests over time 
and space does such an achievement {n- 
volve. In the first place, the conflict as 
it appeared to an observer at sea, in the 
service of The London and Tam Nrw 
York Triues, was fully described in dis- 
patches flashed from far out in the Gulf 
of Pe-chi-Li over the sea to a. station 
on shore, and then flashed across two of 
the great continents and under one of the 
great oceans of the world to the millions 
of waiting readers on this side of the At- 
lantic. Then an account of the same 
conflict, as ic appeared to an observer in 
the Russian stronghold on shore, this 
time an observer in the service of The 
American Associated Press, and to sur- 
vivors of the wrecked Russian flagship, 
followed that from the Japanese side 
over the land and under the sea. Sup- 
plementary dispatches from the Russian 
capital, the Japanese capital, and even 
the capital of the “Hermit Kingdom” 
of Korea, all of the date of the day be- 
fore, brought American readers more 
fully up to date concerning the progress 
of the war than a Manchurian farmer 
twenty miles inland of Port Arthur could 
possibly have been brought in the ab- 
sence from those parts of the wonderful 
modern appliances which have thus 
brought the whole civilized world within 
speaking distance of every part of it. 

We already know authentically, beyond 
dispute, and from both sides, just what it 
was that happened. The Japanese Ad- 
miral had set a trap for his foe and 
baited it with a Japanese squadron of 
torpedo boats and other small fry, while 
he himself lay with his great fighting 
ships out of sight, but not out of reach, 
to come up as soon as the Russians had 
left the shelter of their forts on shore, 
and surround them with an overwhelm- 
ing force. Even the bait was “ loaded,” 
for the torpedo boats convoyed a mine 
ship to lay explosives in the only path by 
which the Russian ships could emerge. 
If they succeeded in coming out it was 
planned that they should never be able to 
go back. And this plan would have 
worked if a sudden lifting of the usual 
morning mist had not betrayed as wait- 
ing Japanese monsters to the watchful 
Russian commander. In that case there 
would have been a sea fight which we 
have every reason to believe would have 
cleared the ocean of the Russian navy. 
But as it was, and with the decisive bat- 
tle avoided by the wariness of the Rus- 
sian Admiral, the successful execution of 
a subordinate and alternative part of the 
plan sufficed to wipe the Russian flag- 
ship and her officers and crew from the 
list of the Russian fighting force and to 
aggravate a superiority already so 
crushing and intelerable to the weaker 
party that the Russian Admiral had no 
choice but to decline a general battle. 

All this the world already knows, 
thanks to modern appliances for commu- 
nication and thanks to modern commer- 
cial enterprise for taking advantage of 
them. Before the smoke has fairly 
cleared away from a brilliant naval vic- 
tory which may prove to be one of the 
decisive battles of the world, we already 
have occasion to repeat that the victories 
of peace are “no less renowned than 


war.” 


MR. FOLK OF MISSOURI. 

Our dispatches indicate that the people 
of Missouri are determined to have Jo- 
sEPH W. Fok of St. Louis as their next 
Governor. At the present time the wiles 
of the corrupt State machine seem to be 
baffled, and Mr. Foik’s nomination and 
election by the ordinary process of party 
action seem to be insured. It is a strik- 
ing proof of what an American commu- 
nity will do when it wakes up. 

Mr. Fox's claim to the confidence of 
the people lies in the fact that he secured 
the indictment and conviction for bribery 
and the taking of bribes of Col. BuTLER, 
the boss of his party’s machine, and 
nineteen Councilmen, and that he did a 
like service for the State machine at 
Jefferson City. The task was difficult 
and dangerous. The men he attacked 
were powerful and had lots of money at 
their command. The corruption of which 
they had been gufity was undertaken in 
the interest of a number of wealthy cor- 
porations owned and run by wealthy and 
influential citizens. Pressure of many 
sorts was brought to bear against the 
young Prosecuting Attorney, who is but 
thirty-two years of age. Political ex- 
tinction, business ruin, social ostracism, 
defamation, personal violence were held 
up to him as the penalties of his per- 
sistence. All the resources of men 
trained in evil, without scruple and in 
desperate. straits, were exhausted to 
check, to frighten, or to defeat him. His 
courage, his fidelity, and his ability with- 
stood everything. 

Then the corruptionists resorted to the 


succeeded in securing the release of all 
the men he had convicted, some on one 
plea, some on another, always purely 
technical and having no relation to the 
guilt of the convicts, which was hardly 
denied. Popular indignation was aroused. 
A movement to make Mr. Fo_k Govern- 
or started almost spontaneously. The 
machine fought it. Openly the leaders. 
used the old-fashioned tactics. They ac- 
cused Mr. Fo.x of defiling the reputation 
of his party and his State to secure no- 
toriety and advance his own ambition. 
Secretly they organized every corrupt 
device against him, intimidation, brib- 
ery, repeating at the primaries, cheating, 
legal technicalities, rioting—the whole 
accursed list with which nearly every 
party in our country has at times been 
afflicted. Apparently they have failed. 
The people had learned too much, and 
were too deeply moved by what they 
learned, As the situation now is, Mr. 
Fok will receive the nomination, which 
is equivalent to an election. It is a strik- 
ing demonstration of the familiar, long- 
established, usually forgotten lesson of 
democratic institutions, that in the long 
run the voters get about what they 
really wish, and sooner or later they 
really wish the right thing. 


ADMIRAL MAKAROFF. 
Nothing more civilized has occurred in 
modern warfare than the behavior of the 
Japanese concerning the death of Admi- 
ral MAKAROFF. It is true that it was 
preceded by the announcement that the 
Russians had given a military funeral 
with all the honors to the Japanese naval 
officer who gave up his life in a gallant 
and desperate attempt to do them harm 
in the harbor of Port Arthur. This court- 
esy was acknowledged at once from To- 
kio. And the courtesy itself proves that 
the spirit of the whole Russian service is 
not by any means that expressed in the 
brutal proclamations of Admiral ALExI- 
EFF. It also gives us good hope that the 
rumor that the Russians have been or- 
dered to give no quarter in Korea is as 
false as it is defamatory, 

The height of hostile politeness has 
been reached in the “lengthy state. 
ment” reviewing the life and lamenting 
the death of the Russian Admiral which 
has been issued in Tokio by Commander 
OGASAWARA, ‘“‘speaking for the Naval 
Staff,” and which thus takes on an offi- 
cial character, Of course, it seems odd to 
praise a man whom you have just been 
doing your best to kill.and have suc- 
ceeded in killing. But there is no real in- 
consistency. This is very different from 
that mythical anecdote of the battle of 
Fontenoy: “Gentlemen of the Guards, 
fire first!’ which CARLYLE, in demolish- 
ing it, describes as the acme of the “ high 
sniffing ’’ politeness of the eighteenth 
century. The officer who should have 
given such a command would have de- 
served to be court-martialed and shot 
for sacrificing his own men. But it is 
quite possible to do your best to remove 
a formidable public enemy, and when 
you have succeeded both to regret the 
necessity and to pay tribute to his char- 
acter, without incurring any imputation 
of insincerity. That is what the Japan- 
ese have done in the case of the Russian 
Admiral, and it is one of the acts that 
tend to reduce to their irreducible mini- 
mum the horrors of war.

does or not we shall undoubtedly face 
the plain fact of the expenditures of the 
Government doubling within the span of 
two Presidential terms. 

And the peculiarity in connection with 
it is that, so far as we are able to judge, 
this increase will attract relatively little 
attention and will have relatively little 
effect on the minds of voters, unless 
there should be such a degree of trade re- 
verse or stagnation as need not now be 
expected. People generally know very 
little about the meaning of figures in 
connection with National expenditures. 
They expect them to increase, as it is in- 
deed inevitable that they should. The 
extent of unnecessary increase, the de- 
gree of actual extravagance, does not 
impress the public mind except when its 
consequences are considerable, obvious, 
and seriously inconvenient. When that 
moment comes, when deficiencies in the 
National revenue are coincident with de- 
ficiencies in private income, when taxes 
or loans are looming in the future, and, 
especially, as happened after the Repub- 
lican orgy of extravagance under Presi- 
dent HarRRIson, when the gold reserve is 
weakened to the danger point; then’ the 
People sit up and take notice. They then 
are likely to act with promptness and 
thoroughness. It is the part of sane 
party leaders to remember this possi- 
bility and to previde against it. 

Spee seeeeemeeEEEEEEeS 
LABOR’S. SENSITIVENESS TO COM- 
PETITION. 

The persistent efforts’ of organized la- 
bor to create a public sentiment against 
the employment of prisoners in any use- 
ful productive industry, on the ground 
that it takes bread from the mouth of 
the honest workingman and his depend- 
ents, have been generally successful. 
What has resulted in the penal institu- 
tions thus converted into temples of idle- 
ness is very weli set forth in the report 
of the Workhouse Board of Allegheny 
County, Penn. The Superintendent says: 


There is a daily average of more than 300 
men in the prison who have nothing to do. 
An hour of exercise in the courtyard in the 
morning, another in the afternoon, consti- 
tute their only employment. These are 
able-bodied men, able and willing to work, 
who ought to be earning their Hving in- 
stead of being compulsory wards living at 
public expense. The results are obvious. 
Ill-health, mental depression, morbid 
brooding over troybles, habits of idleness 
acquired, irritable chafing over real or im- 
agined wrongs, occupy the solitary hours 
of the narrow cells. In such a condition 
there is no response to either mental or 
moral teaching, and retrograde rather than 
progressive results follow a term of impris- 
onment under these conditions. Under the 
present restricted law, it is impossible to 
devise any employment which will give 
work to all the prisoners. A realization of 
the results of such an unfortunate condition 
will certainly show how deplorable such a| 
system is and how far-reaching in its ef- 
fect. 


Having in this way aided in safeguard- 
ing the sacred rights of honest labor, the 
leaders of labor are turning their atten- 
tion to the outrage perpetrated by the 
Federal Government in requiring of sol- 
diers any other service than that of drill 
and guard duty. The California State 
Federation of Labor has adopted the fol- 
lowing preamble and resolutions:

It ts noted that 
such a law would have cleared up some of 
the most famous patent tangles of recent 
years, and it would materially lessen the 
amount of litigation with which inventors 
are burdened. This plan would, of course, 
greatly increase the responsibility of the 
Patent Office officials, but that is hardly 
a reason for condemning it in a country 
where the people can always get as compe- 
tent servants as they need and desire. 


—It’s queer that we get a vast number 
of letters about the absence of street name 
signs, for which the whole city, or nobody 
in particular, is to blame, but the closely 
related evil of house and store numbers, 
where the responsibility is easily fixed and 
strictly Nmited, does not provoke a single 
howl. And yet the failure to put up these 
numbers where and as they ought to be 
causes a vast amount of entirely unneces- 
sary inconvenience. Trouble from this 
cause is particularly common in the down- 
town region, where the owners of the great 
buildings seem to think it beneath their 
dignity to mark structures so magnificent 
with the means of identification customary 
with humbler buildings. The result is that 
a stranger to the city or to the locality 
often walks a block or more without seeing 
even a single number from which he can 
figure out the position of the place he is 
looking for. And any passerby can tell an 
inquiret the name of a street, while a house 
number is a different matter and much 
harder to ascertain quickly. Of course this 
annoyance, too, is in a way the result of 
official negligence in enforcing the ordi- 
nance relating thereto, but the individual 
owners are primarily to blame, and they 
should at once repent and reform, putting 
up a number wherever a number ought to 
go, and putting up numbers that can easily 
be read by day or night from the sidewalk 

or from a street car. 


—As the war in the East progresses 
there is developing a curious likeness on 
the one hand between Russia and Spain in 
her decline, and, on the other, between 
Japan and the natioris, particularly Great 
Britain and France at first, and later the 
United States, that won back half the 
world from its haughty claimant, It was 
not superior valor that accomplished this, 
for there never was a time when Spaniards 
could not and did not sustain their ancient 
reputation for dauntless courage. But, 
somehow or other, the Spaniards, after 
their decline began, only fought till they 
died, while their enemies always fought 
till they won. What made the difference 
it would be hard to tell, unless it was an 
expectation of victory contending with an 
expectation of defeat. In the case of the 
Russians, it certainly cannot be said that 
they undertook the contest with Japan in a 
spirit of despair, but the “‘ fortune of war” 
has been against them steadily from the 
beginning. In defensive operations they 
have risked their lives as readily as the 
Japanese have theirs in offensive ones, 
and always the end has been the same—a 
victory for the attacking side. All the ac- 
cidents have been injurious to the Rus- 
slans, and when accidents are thus un- 
equally distributed it is evidence that they 
are not accidents at all, but the result of 
underlying conditions, physical and moral. 
The Japanese, it will be noticed, are not 
saying a word derogatory to the military 
ability of their enemies. MAKAROFF they 
praise as a great Admiral and mourn his 
death as a loss to the navies of the world. 
That, however, is only a tactful form of 
boasting, for beneath these magnanimous 
tributes to a dead enemy is the clear con- 
sciousness that this man, great as he was, 
and able as he was, fell with pathetic 
quickness before the abler and greater men 
whom Japan sent against him. Austrian 
and German experts are said to be confi- 


dent that with a first defeat the Japanese ! 


will go to pieces. That is as may be, but 
at present this confidence seems to be 
based upon nothing more substantial than 


‘ hope and the knowledge that the Russians 


can bear up under reverses something more 
than fairly well. Hitherto the Russians 
have credited the Japanese with nathing 
better than “ craftiness ’’—a most mistaken 
policy, since it makes defeat ridiculous 
and robs victory of glory. 


—Despite some excellent advice from 
some of its own members, based upon a 
strong presentation of unquestionable 
facts, the Central Federated Union defeat- 
ed by only a single vote a resolution to 
approve and support a refusal to pay any 
rents at all until the landlords consent to 
a reduction of 25 per cent. from the exist- 
ing rates.

They can, of course, 
move from their present places of residence 
to any others they can find where the cost 
is less, and they can utilize all the delays 
the law accords them before they move, 
but there their powers end—this side of 
revolution, at all events. And how strange 
it was that at a meeting of unionists it 
should have been gravely suggested to 
secure the passage of a law restricting 
rents! When that law is passed there will 
undoubtedly be passed with it laws estab- 
lishing a maximum wage in every trade, 
and the justice of the one will not be a bit 
better than the justice of the others.

Firemen and Police Arouse Citizens 
to Peril of Gas. 


COMMUTERS’ COLDBREAKFASTS 


Accident to Main Threatens People with 
Asphyxiation, but Strenuous-Meas- 
ures Drive People Out of Doors. 


Special to The New York Times. 

MOUNT VERNON, April 18.—After its 
night of wild alarms Mount Vernon arose 
this morning to cold breakfast and a census- 
taking. It didn’t wake up, for it hadn't 
been asleep. Its fire engines, which had 
spent the hours of darkness charging about 
the streets, whistles blowing and gongs 
clanging, and its police, whose clubs had 
known no rest, had seen to that. It didn’t 
boil coffee nor did it cook eggs. Its gas 
Wasn’t turned on. It counted noses, found 
nobody had been asphyxiated, ate what it 
could, and rendered thanks. 

“I guess nobody has any kick coming, 
even if there wasn’t any gas to get break- 
fast with,” said Gilbert Angevine, Chief of 
the Fire Department and head deputy of 
the Street Commissioner's office. ‘‘ Mount 
Vernon is a neighborly place. Everybody 
in town had rather be kept awake all night 
than to know that a human life had been 
lost to guarantee their rest. 

“Tt was about 10 o’clock last night when 
I heard that the gas had gone out all over 
town as the result of an accident to the 
main on Eighth Avenue, and I knew right 
away that something ought to be done. 
I saw Mayor Brush and he agreed with 
me. 

‘Vice President Stratton of the gas com- 
pany rang up tle police station, which is 
next door to Police Headquarters, just as 
soon as he learned of the accident, and 
said that he had roused all his employes 
and had told them to go from house to 
house and wake up everybody so that they 
could protect themselves. Mayor Brush 
had a talk with Sergt. Grant, who was in 
charge at the police station, and the Ser- 
geant put all his men at work along the 
same line, 

“Mount Vernon has 25,000 inhabitants, 
ang there are nearly 5,000 houses in the 
city Aimits. Of course the gas company’s 
employes and the policemen couldn’t wake 
up the whole town. It seemed to me that 
the best thing to do was to call out the 
Fire Department. Every company was 
given a district, and the men were instruct- 
ed to see to it that the inmates of every 
house in the territory assigned were all 
wakened and made to understand just 
what danger they were in. The department 
has a siren whistle, which works by com- 
pressed air and can be heard for miles. I 
had the whistle turned loose. 

“Then I put every engine on the street, 
with instructions to keep the gongs going 
and the whistles blowing, and not to pass 
a single house until somebody came out to 
see what the trouble was. By 10:45 o'clock 
the town was seemingly awake, but we 
kept the noise up until 2 o’clock. 


“There were some families which were 
waked up two or three times. Naturally 
they felt pretty sore, First a policeman 
would come along and rap on the front door 
with his night stick uptil he got an answer. 
The head of the house would thank the 
policeman, chase around and see that the 
gas was off, and just about the time he 
Was getting back to sleep, a volunteer 
would dash up to his front door. A fire 
engine, with its steam whistle going and 
its gong clanging, would happen along and 
supply ‘a concert until hé appeared for a 
third time. We were not taking any 
chances,”’ 

Sergt. Grant’s policemen had a lively time. 
Their orders were, when they reached a 
house which was dark, and could not arouse 
the people within, to force an entrance. 
Patrolman Lynch, a fearless officer, broke 
in through a rear window of a dark house 
on Elm Street. Up stairs, sleeping peace- 
fully, was a_ three-year-old baby boy. 
There was not another soul in the house. 
Lynch is a bachelor. When the baby com- 
menced to cry he was frantic. At last he 
solved his predicament by taking the 
youngster to the family next door, who 
tended it until its parents returned. 

Haif a dozen houses in all were forcibly 
entered by the police. In most cases it was 
found, Chief of Police Foley said, that 
there was no trouble from gas fumes, but 
that the inmates were simply sound sleep- 
ers. Only two families, those of J. . 
Martens and Charles Buckley, both on 
Westchester Aventle, suffered any ill-ef- 
fects. There were narrow escapes from 
asphyxiation in these households, but yes- 
terday morning all ill-effects had disap- 


peared. 

The gas was rot turned on until noon to- 
day. The Westchester Lighting Company, 
which supplies Mount Vernon, also fur- 
nishes light for Pelham and Pelham Manor. 
In these towns scenes similar to those en- 
acted in Mount Vernon were witnessed. 
The Fire Departments and police forces 
were called out and every family aroused 
and warned. 

Vice President Stratton said this after- 
noon that the trouble with the main had 
been repaired, and that the gas supply 
Was all right once more. The company 
could have turned on the gas within a few 
hours after the accident last night, but it 
preferred to wait until daylight rather than 
mo the risk of causing the loss of a single 

e. 


MRS. STRANAHAN LOSES SUIT. 


Vice Chancellor Decides That Her 


Nephew Has Not Defrauded Her. 


Vice Chancellor Stevenson, at Jersey City, 
yesterday handed down his decision in the 
suit brought by Mrs. Clara T. Stranahan 
of Brooklyn against her nephew, Addison 
Ely of Rutherford, N. J., to recover $65,000, 
she had loaned him, and for an accounting 
as to $417,000 she had intrusted to him 
for investment. Incidentally, it was alleged 
that Mr. Ely had converted to his own use 
$6,000 worth of bonds of the American 
Writing Paper Company, which Mrs. 
Stranahan had given to him to deposit in 
bank. 

Upon these allegations Paul E. Jones, 
counsel for Mrs. Stranahan, asked that a 
receiver be appointed for the Baldwin 
Land and Improvement Company, and the 
Dover, Rockaway and Port Oram Gas 
Company, in which complainant and de- 
fendant were jointly interested. 

The Vice Chancellor said that there was 
eoemenr no proof to show fraud on the 
part of the defendant. It was shown that 
complainant had loaned defendant money 
on notes, and that the funds of both had 
been placed with the Baldwin Land Com- 
pany, which had invested the money in the 
gas plant. The proceeds of the sale of the 
bonds of the Writing Paper Company had 
been similarly invested. There was no 
proof of mismanagement, and in the ab- 
sence of such proof he must refuse to ap- 
point a receiver. 

Mr, Jones then asked for an injunction 
to prevent Mr. Ely from taking any part 
in the management of the gas company’s 
plant or the Baldwin Land Company. 

The Vice Chancellor said he could see 
no present reason for an injunction. He 
advised the lawyers to hold a conference 
and endeayor to formulate a plan .hat 
would adjust their differences and protect 
the interests of complainant and defendant. 
To enable them to do this he adjourned the 
case for one week.

FIRE IN PARK ROW BUILDING. 


Slight Blaze on the Sixth Floor of Tall 
Structure. 


A defective flue caused a slight fire last 
evening in the law office of James O’Con- 
nell, on the sixth floor of the twenty-nine- 
story Park Row Building. 

The blaze was discovered by a scrubwo- 
man. She notified one of the porters and 
an alarm was turned in from the box at 
Broadway and Vesey Street. Frightened, 
the scrubwomen and belated tenants of 
the building rushed to the elevators. The 
elevator men made quick trips, not know- 
ing how serious the fire was, and soon had 
the building cleared. When the firemen ar- 
rived they found a brisk blaze under the 
sink in the outer room, A hose was at- 
tached to the standpipe of the building and 
connected at the sixth floor. The blaze was 
easily extinguished. 

Deputy Chief Kruger says he found the 
wall rear where the fire occurred very 
warm. Looking further he says he discov- 
ered that a ‘“sleeper’’ had been laid so 
close to the flue that when the flue be- 
came overheated it ignited the beam, which 
is about four by four inches. The fire from 
the beam was communicated. to the floar- 
ing. Chief Kruger estimated the damage 
at $200. 


POLICE MEDAL WINNERS. 


Patrolmen Coyne, O’Brien, and McNier 
ney the Year’s Heroes. 


Police Commissioner McAdoo yesterday 
announced the names of the three police- 
men who will receive this year’s bravery 
medals on+ May 7, the day of the police 
parade. They are: Patrolman Michael J. 
Coyne of the Delancey Street Station, who 
will get the Rhinelander medal for valor; 
Patrolman Christopher C. O’Brien of the 
East One Hundred and Twenty-sixth 
Street Station, to whom is awarded the 
Isaac Bell medal for bravery, and Patrol- 
man Joseph M. McNierney, who will re- 
ceive the Peter F. Meyer medal for bravery. 
The merits of the various applicants were 
passed upon by a committee consisting of 
Chief Clerk Kip, Chief Inspector Cort- 
right, and the two Deputy Police Commis- 
sioners. 

Coyne owes his success to the rescue of 
John Harkness from the North River, at 


the foot of Corlears Street, on Feb. 27 of 
last year. Rescuer and rescued were car- 
ried in the dark nearly to the navy yard. 

O’Brien receives the Bell medal for an 
exhibition of bravery on the night of the 
Fourth of July last, when he was severely 
burned while saving Charles Anderson, an 
employe of the Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way Company, from under a blazing car 
at Third Avenue and One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth Street. 

McNierney, the third medal winner, on 
May 22 last rescued a littie boy, Max 
Albert, from drowning in the East River. 
He brought the lad ashore and then ran 
all the way from the foot of East Sixty- 
fifth Street to the Flower Hospital with 
him. The surgeons said that had McNierney 
waited for an ambulance the boy would 
have died. . 


VETERAN GENERAL’S RETURN. 


Gen. Osterhaus Coming from Germany 
to See Civil War Companions. 


Major Gen. Peter Joseph Osterhaus, 
whose friends say that he participated in 
more successful campaigns during the 
civi] war than any other Union commander, 
will arrive in America on Monday after an 
absence of about thirty-six years. Gen. 
Osterhaus comes at the invitation of his 
old comrades in St. Louis to visit the Ex- 
position. On the committee are Gen. Les 
Rassieur and Emil Praetorius, as well as 
a number of prominent Bastern German- 
American veterans, including Carl Schurz. 

On his arrival at New York on the Red 
Star liner Finland next Monday Gen. Oster- 
haus will be met by a committee and will 


be extensively entertained during his stay 
in this city. Leaving New York on Wednes- 
day he will proceed to St. Louis, making 
short stops at Philadeiphia and Washing- 
ton, where he will greet many of his old 
comrades, 

Gen. Osterhaus was born in Germany 
eighty-one years ago. After serving in the 
Prussian Army, he came to America in 
1850. At the outbreak of the civil war he 
enlisted as a private, but soon rose in rank 
until he commanded a division. After the 
war he served for several years as United 
States Consul at Lyons, France, and then 
became Vice Consul at Mannheim, Ger- 
many, holding that place until 1900.

Buys Out All of Jefferson M. Levy’s 
Building Interest. 


REAL ESTATE WAR MAY END 


Purchase of the Diminutive Havemeyer 
Parcel Is Likely to Stop the Long- 
Standing Light Dispute. 


It became known yesterday that ex-Con- 
gressman Jefferson M. Levy had sold out 
his interest in the Commercial Cable Build- 
ing Company té Clarence H. Mackay, leav- 
ing Mr, Mackay practically in sole control, 
The company owns the Commercial Cable 
Building at 20 Broad Street, running 
through to New Street, adjoining the Stock 
Exchange. 

Just what was the extent of Mr. Levy's 
ownership in the property is not known, 
but he is generally understood to have held 
about a one-half interest, having been the 
former owner of the site upon which the 
building was erected. The structure is 
twenty stories in height and covers a plot 
of about three city lots, although the com- 
pany’s holdings were increased two years 
ago by the purchase of adjoining property 
on New Street and Exchange Place. 

The site of the present building was 
transferred to the Commercial Cable Build- 
ing Company on Aug. 22, 1895, for an ex- 
pressed consideration of $1,126,300. The 
value of the property to-day, ground and 
building, is believed to be in the neighbor- 
hood of $3,000,000. It is assessed for taxa- 
tion this year at $1,850,000. 

It was also learned yesterday that, 
through the purchase by the Commercial 
Cable Building Company of the diminutive 
lot at the northeast corner of Exchange 
Place and New Street, owned by Will- 
iam F. Havemeyer, what had promised to 
be a long-drawn-out real estate war at that 
point bids fair to be ended. Mr, Havemey- 
er’s parcel measures 34.5 by 26.10 feet and 
is now covered by a little, old three-story 


building. The sale was negotiated through 
Broker John N. Golding. 

Adjoining the Havemeyer parcel on’ Ex- 
change Place is another of about the same 
dimensions, owned by Frank W. Savin. 
This has not been bought by the Commer- 
cial Cable Building Company, according to 
a statement made yesterday by one of its 
officers. 

The squabble over these properties on 
the southerly end of the Stock Exchange 
block dates back two years to the time 
when Blair & Co. and the Commercial 
Cable Building Company bought jointly the 
holdings of the Adee estate. These formed 
a very irregular parcel. Blair & Co. took 
the Broad Street portion of the plot and 
made it part of the site of their new build- 
ing at Broad Stréet and Exehange Place, 
while the rest of the Adee parcel was 
turned over to the Commercial Cable Com- 

any, whose building it adjoined on the 

ew Street side. 

The Blair Building was to adjoin the 
Commercial Cable Building on Broad 
Street. According to gossip at the time it 
was projected, it would not be built over 
the entire plot, but would be arranged as 
to its courts and light shafts, so as to cut 
off little of the Commercial Cable Build- 
ing’s light. Whether there was any such 
agreement or not, the Blair Building went 
up snug against its neighbor, closing up 
five or six windows on every floor. 

The Commercial Cable people then an- 
nounced that eA would build on their 

art of the Adee plot, across the rear of the 

lair Building, thus damaging the light of 
the latter considerably. At this juncture 
Messrs. Havemeyer and Savin, with about 
half a lot of ground between them, said 
that if the Commercial Cable addition went 
up, my in turn would build so as to blan- 
ket it. 

Thére the matter has stood for over a 
year. The sale of the Havemeyer lot ap- 

arently gives the Commercial Cable Build- 
ng Company the whip hand, and it will 
probably go ahead now with the building of 
its addition. It seems likely that the 
Savin lot will be taken in sooner or later, 
since it is neither large enough to build 
upon nor so situated that it can be used to 
harass its neighbors. 


GOV. HUNT HERE ON TRIP. 


Enthusiastic for Porto Rico—Not Ex- 
pecting a Judgeship. 


Gov. Hunt of Porto Rico arrived here yes- 
terday on the steamship Ponce, on a busi- 
ness trip of two weeks in the interests of 
the island. When he was asked concern- 
ing the report of his appointment as a 
Judge of the United States District Court 
of Montana and Wyoming, he replied that 
he had not heard of any such appointment, 
and that he was not seeking it. He gave 
a glowing account of affairs in Porto Rico. 

“The island never had better prospects 
or a brighter future than it has at this 
time,’”’ he said. ‘‘ The value of exports for 
this year will probably exceed the value of 
imports by over $1,000,000. Trade is pick- 
ing up all around, and the industries of 
the island are flourishing and growing fast. 
The reports of lack of employment and of 
a state approaching famine are all in- 
correct.”’

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AT REPUBLICAN CLUB 


Is Stricken in.Grillroom at the Side 
of His Son. 


WAS AN OLD CLUB MEMBER 


Served as House Committee’s Chairman 
Fourteen Years — Was Active in 
Movement for New House. 


Edward A. Newell, who had been identi- 
fied with the Republican Club for twenty- 
two years and who, as Chairman of the 
House Committee, had worked hard for 
fourteen years to develop the club, died 
yesterday in the club's grillroom. He 
had just sat down to eat when he was 
stricken, 

Although few of his club friends knew 
of it, Mr. Newell had been a sufferer from 
heart disease for many years. For that 
reason a member of his family, for a long 
time, had’ always accompanied him when 
he went out for any considerable distance. 
His son, Charles B, Newell, who was asso- 
ciated with him in the men's outfitting bus- 
iness at Twenty-eighth. Street and Fifth 
Avenue, generally went out with him during 
the day. 

Since his retirement ag Chairman of the 
House Committee on Jan. 1, Mr. Newell 
had made it a practice to go to the club 
for luncheon,‘ generally walking there for 
the exercise. His heart troubled him so 
much that he was frequently compelled to 
stop on the way several times to catch his 
breath. Yesterday was an exception in 
this respect, He seemed to experience less 
trouble in breathing and was more cheerful 
than usual. At the door of the clubhouse, 
on Fortieth Street, * between Fifth and 
Sixth Avenues, Mr. Newell stopped for a 
moment to talk to one of his friends. His 
son went directly to the grillroom and be- 
gan to select the dishes for their meal. 
His father had hardly joined him when 
he lost consciousness and tollapsed in his 
chair. 

The grillroom was quite well filled with 
club members, and several went to Mr.

at the table. 

The death of the veteran club member 
caused considerable sorrow in the club- 
house, particularly because the compliment- 
ary dinner which was tendered by seventy- 
five members of the club on Thursday 
Apfil 7, was still fresh in the minds of most 
of them. Charles H. Treat acted as toast- 
master upon that occasion, and among the 
speakers were ex-Speaker David B. en- 
derson, ex-Judge W. K. Olcott, Dr. Eugene 
Hoffman Porter, R. N. Kenyon, and Alex- 
ander Cauldwell. At that dinner a hand- 
some album, containing the signatures of 
the diners, was presented to r.. Newell 
in recognition of what he had done for the 
advancement of the club., He was palpably 
affected by this token of esteem. 

Mr. Newell was born at Cheshire, Conn., 
sixty-six years ago. He came to this city 
when he was nineteen years of age. He 
entered the employ, as salesman, of Brooks 
Brothers in this city, and after five years 
of service for them, started in business for 
himself. His store was for fifteen years 
under the New York Hotel on Broadway, 
and then he moved to Fifth Avenue and 
Twenty-eighth Street. He was for many 
years Director and Treasurér of the Soci- 
ety for the Prevention of Crime, and for a 
time a member of the Broadway Taber- 
nacle. Lately, however, he had not been 
connected as member with any church. He 
was a Director of the Retail Dealers’ Pro- 
tective Association, Trustee of the North 
River Savings Bank, and a member of the 
Lotos and Twilight Clubs, and the New 
England Society. As a member of the Re- 
publican Club Mr. Newell was active in the 
movement to establish the new clubhouse. 

He lived with his family at 301 West One 
Hundred and Ninth Street. Mr. Newell is 
survived by his wife and four sons—Kdward 
J., William H., Charles A., and Frank B.

e@ regular meeting of the Republican 
Club was adjourned last evening” out of 
respect to the memory of Mr. Newell.

FRANK W. SANGER DEAD. 


Manager Associated with Many Plays 
Succumbs to Pleuro-Pneumonia. 


Frank W. Sanger, general manager of the 
Madison Squire Theatré company, died yes- 
terday afternoon at his apartments, 40 
West Forty-fifth Street. Five days ago he 
was attacked by pleuro-pneumonia. Mr. 
Sanger was born in New Haven in 1849. 
When fifteen. years old he entered the 
Union Army with other pupils of the State 
College, Bellefontaine, Penn. 

In 1872 J. K. Mortimer induced him to 
take the small part of Roberts in “ The 
Streets of New York.” Afterward he ap- 
peared in “The Horizon” at the old 
Olympic Theatre, and with Frank Mayo in 
“Davy Crockett.’” He was_later in the 
Daly traveling company, and for two years 
played juvenile parts at the Chestnut Street 
Theatre, in Philadelphia, and at the New 
York Park Theatre. The following season 
saw him leading man for Adelaide Neilson. 
#ie entered the managerial field as a part- 
ner with Willie Edouin, their first venture 
being “ Dreams; or, Fun in a Photograph 
Gallery.” This piece, which was a popular 
success, was followed by ‘“‘A Bunch of 
Keys.” Next he became associated as 
partner with T. Henry French, the firm 
exploiting ‘‘ Hoodman Blind,’’ ‘‘ The Harbor 


Lights,”’ ‘‘ The Skating Rink,” ‘‘ Mr. Barnes 
of New York,” ‘ Little Lord Fauntleroy,” 
and ‘“‘ Mr. Potter of Texas,"’ 

The two partners built the Broadway 
Theatre; in which Elliott Zborowski also 
had an interest, and Mr. Sanger was its first 
manager. He was elected President cf the 
company, a position which he held uutil 
1892, when he sold his stock in the com- 
pany. In that year he formed a new part- 
nership, with ‘‘ Al'’’ Hayman, and built the 
Empire Theatre. 

The following year he -wus chosen as 
manager of the Madison Square Garden 
Company, and graduaily dropped nearly all 
of his other interests, devoting himself to 
his new work.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


‘Trained Bears Are Implements of Trade 
—Other Decisions. 


In a decision written by Judge Henderson 
M. Somerville the Board of United States 
General Appraisers yesterday overruled a 
protest by W. F. Winschemann against the 
action of Collector Stranahan in assessing 
20 per cent. duty on féur performing bears 
under the clause providing for live animals. 

Winschemann, who is an animal trainer, 
contended that ‘they were free of duty un- 
der the clause providing for ‘‘ professional 
books, implements, instruments, and tools 
of trade, occupation, or employment in the 
actual possession at the time of persons 
emigrating to the United States.” 

Judge Somerville in his opinion declares 
that while it is clearly established by court 
decisions that the bears ere implements 0! 
trade, Winschemann had offered no evi- 
dence that he intended to make his per- 
manent residence in the United States. 

In a decision written by Gen. T. 8. Shar- 
retts the board overruled a protest by the 
American Electrical Novelty and Manu- 
facturing Company against the assessment 
of 60 per cent. as articles of glass cut and 
silvered, on ground and polished glass 
stands, with a tubular column, silvered on 
the inside, to serve es supports for incan- 
descent electric light bulbs. The importers 
asserted that they were dutiable at 45 per 
cent. as manufactures of glass. 

Protests overruled yesterday were by 

3rodersen & Day, L. M. Crane & Co., the 
Stone & Downer Company, the Scandina- 


vian Importing Company, and Pitt & Scott, 
Boston. Protests partially sustained were 
by Wedeles Brothers, Charles D. Stone & 
Co., and Crump Brothers, Chicago. 


ORIENTAL SILKS SCARCE. 


Increasing Demand and Prices Are Ten 
Per Cent. Higher. 


Oriental Shantung cloths are not in as 
large supply this season as the trade would 
like. Prices are estimated to be 10 per cent. 
higher than they were a year ago. Silk 
manufacturers in Paterson and at other 
points are trying to supplement the impor- 
tations by equally acceptable domestic fab- 
rics. 

Regarding the foreign silk situation a 
member of the firm of H. Mendelson & Co., 
piece silk importers at 27 Green Street, said: 

“The war is not so much responsible for 
the scarcity in high-class foreign silks as 
the fact that the demand has increased. 
There is another contributory cause. When 
the Orientals found their goods growing in | 
favor they became careless and sent us any 


kind of goods, under the impression that 
buyers must take them. In consequence 
the finer grades of piece silk are more diffi- | 
cult to get than usual.” . 

Another silk dealer said: 

“The domestic manufacturers are at a 
disadvantage in trying to make fine Shan- 
tungs which the Orientals weave on hand 
looms. Our people do better in making the 
coarser tussah burlaps and similar fabrics. 


SHELLAC AGAIN ADVANCING. 


Price Up to 51 Cents Now, and May Go 
Higher. 


Shellac; which had been going up in price 
for some months until December, when a 
decline came which lasted until recently, 
is again advancing. It is quoted now at 51 
cents a pound. The highest price was 52 
cents, in December, In February sales were 
made at 45 cents. The lowest in late years 
was 18 cents, in August, 1891. A repre- 
sentative of. the New York, Shellac Com- 
pany, 229 Pearl Street, said: 

“The present advance is 
speculative. Stocks are light as a resuit of 
a drought in India two years ago. The 


seed-erop was largely drawn upon to make 
up the shortage, and it will take several 
years to recover from the effect. 

“Stocks everywhere are small. 
don and New York there are 30,000 cases. 
The consumption is 12,000 cases a month.”’

Stocks Heavy; Call Money Easy, 
1 1-4@1 1-2. 


The Market Was Yielding in Tone and 
Narrow in Range, Without Any 
Important News. 


Not one stock active enough to get 
into the 1,000-share class altered its 
price by so much as a point in yester- 
day’s business upon the Exchange nor 
was there any reason in the day’s devel- 
opments why any such stocks should do 
so. Of price-making news there was 
none. The Northern Securities interven- 
tion decision did not come, and is not ex- 
pected until toward the week end. The 
New Jersey injunction argument doubt- 
less has legal merits, but the proceeding 
itself has not been taken seriously, and | 
hence its effect upon the stock market is 
not large as yet. After the close it was 
known that the application was dis- 
missed. The extent to which this topic 
dominates the market appears from the 
fact that upon these inconclusive con- |! 
siderations Union Pacific had the largest | 
activity of the day and a range between | 
84% and 86. Pennsylvania was practi- |! 
cally motionless, although next in activ- ; 
ity. Steel acted similarly. 

The star of the day was Consolidated 
Gas. It had a range of 2%, upon unusual 
activity for it, and closed 4% up. 

This is not the place to argue the mer- 
its or demerits of legislation, but its 
stock market effect is apropos. If the 
Remsen bill were to be signed the effect 
would be to make the property more val- 
uable, giving it a charter instead of a 
franchise, anc a legal basis for the water 
on water which comprises its capital. 
With this luscious outlook the proper 
stockjobbing scheme en the theory of 
signature would be to predict a veto, de- 
press the market, and absorb the stock, 
to be kept on merit or unloaded at leis- 
ure. On the theory of a veto at either 
the City Hall or Capitol the market rig 
would be to predict signature, fill the 
market with shorts, and cover on the 
fall. But prophecy is gratuitous at this 
late hour, when it only remains to observe 
the effect of the signature or veto. The 
tip has been that a veto was certain, and 
it seems as though there were more 
money in the market by a veto than oth- 
erwise, Certainly an industrial with the 
defects advertised in this Remsen bill 
business can scarcely be pushed above a 
4 per cent. yield. It would be better 
business to buy 4 per cent. bonds, getting 
equal yield and greater security. How- 
ever depressing as a study in legislation, 
as an example in stockjobbing nothing is 
left to be desired of piquancy and inter- 
est. 

The bond market was smaller in vol- 
ume than even on the previous Monday, 
but the business was better distributed, 
and if prices were not buoyant at least 
they were harder than for stocks. Weak 
produce markets reflect either an over- 
bought condition or some incredulity of 
crop damage reports; but there can be 
little doubt that weak cotton markets re- 
flect lack of demand and a falling goods 
market, on which news it is hard to bull 
the staple. Gold is cheaper in London,

Supreme Court Declines to Restrain Ac 
tion in Amsterdam Avenue. 


The fight of the residents along Amster- 
dam Avenue for the removal of the old 
tracks of the Forty-second Street, Manhat- 
tanville and St, Nicholas Avenue Railroad 
Company in that thoroughfare, which was 
so vigorous a couple of years ago, but 
which was interrupted when the company 
obtained a court order restraining Borough 
Presidént Cantor from carrying out his 
threat to tear up the tracks, was ended 
yesterday unless the company appeals from 
a decision handed down by Supreme Court 
Justice Amend. 

In his decision the Justice says that it is 
clear from the evidence that that portion 
of the plaintiff's road which is in»Amster- 
dam ‘Avenue has been practically aban- 
doned, and that the company therefore has 
no relief in a court of equity. As to the 


tracks on Manhattan Street the railroad 
company’s position is a different one. The 
defendants, he says, have not established 
any act on the part of the plaintiff. which 
would justify the removal of or interference 
with its tracks on that Street. 

Therefore the application of the company 
to prevent the tearing up of its tracks in 
Amsterdam Avenue is denied, but it is 
granted with reference to the tracks in 
Manhattan Street.

Big Newfoundland Spreads Terror |~ 


Among Harlem Children. 


LIFE SAVER ADDS TO RECORD 


P. F. Connolly, with Five Medals, One 
of Them from Congress, Swims to 
Safety with Little One. 


A large Newfoundland dog, which ap- 
peared to be rabid, frightened several small 
girls yesterday afternoon and nearly caused 
the death of one of the children by drown- 
ing. 

Every pleasant day a large number of 
children play in the Central Bridge Park, 
a small strip of land lying between Ma- 
comb’s Dam Lane and One Hundred and 
Fifty-third Street on Seventh Avenue. The 
children were there at noon yesterday, 
among them Segred Carlson, six years old, 
of 2,735 Eighth Avenue, and her cougin, 
Mildred Peterson, seven years old, who 
lives at 2,526 Seventh Avenue. These two, 
with a few of their playmates, were playing 
“tag’’ when a large Newfoundland dog 
ran among them, frightening the children 
and causing them to run out of the park, 
all going in different directions. 

Segred ran down One Hundred and Fifty- 
third Street toward the Harlem River, and 
did not stop until she had jumped into the 
water, the child being so frightened that 
she did not realize where she was going. 

Several persons set up a cry as they saw 
the child in the water and going down 
stream with the tide. Among these was 
Peter F. Connolly, the bridge tender of the 
Central Bridge. Connolly, without remov- 
ing any of his clothing, jumped into the 
water and, after some difficulty, succeeded 
in reaching the child. Holding her head 


above water, Connolly swam with the child 
to the float of the Atalanta Boat Club, at 
One Hundred and Fifty-second Street, 
where he was assisted gut of the water by 
Morris Ellison. 

By that time a large crowd had assem- 
bled on the float, among them Policeman 
Charles Francis. He sent in a cail for an 
ambulance from the J. Hood Wright Me- 
morial Hospital, and then, with Connolly 
and Ellison, started to revive the child. 
They had brought the little girl back to 
semi-consciousness when Dr. Wrenn ar- 

He proposed taking the child home, 
. don’t take me home,” she pleaded 
with the physician. 

“Why?” was asked. 

‘““My mother has plenty of trouble. MY 
brother is sick with the* scarlet fever, and 
she has all che can do. Take me to my 
cousin’s home at 2,526 Seventh Avenue.”’ 

The child's request was complied with, 
and she was taken to the home of Mildred 
Peterson. 

Connolly, who rescued the child, is thirty- 
one years old, and lives with his wife and 
three children at 1,751 Amsterdam Avenue. 
He has already received four medals from 
the Volunteer Life Saving Corps and one 
medal from Congress for brave rescues. 

The dog that was the cause of all the 
trouble disappeared, and was not seen 
again. 


THE EAST RIVER GAS BILL. 


Defended as Just and in the Public 


Interest. 


The East River Gas Company of Long 
Island City gives out opinions, which it 
says have been volunteered by prominent 
lawyers, regarding the merits of the Rem- 
sen Gas bill. Wheeler H. Peckham asserts 
that ‘“‘ the only effect of the amendment of 
this year is to enable the East River Gas 
Company of Long Island City to exercise 
in the part of the Borough of Queens for- 
merly included in Long Island City the 
rights, powers, and privileges granted by 
the act of 1892, to be exercised in the old 
City of New York,’’ which did not then 
include Long Island City. He then points 
out that the words ‘successors and as- 
signs”’ in the new act have been inter- 
preted “to give something which would 
not be given if they were omitted,” and 
expresses the opinion that this is not the 
case, although the words are not found in 
the act of 1892. In addition, the East 
River Gas Company is, he says, already 
in possession of the rights, powers, and 
privileges granted by the amendment by 
virtue of assignment from the Empire Gas- 
light Company, which received its au- 
thorization to build and maintain gas works 
in Long Island City in 1871. Continuing he 
says: 

“It will be noted that in the act of 1871 
the grant to the Empire Gaslight Company 
did not contain the words “‘ successors and 
assigns,’’ and yet by mandamus the courts 
enforced the right in favor of the assignees. 
The East River Gas Company, &c., desires 


this legislation to the end that they may 


be free from the possible, and in some 
cases probable, necessity of continually ap- 
plying for mandamus as cases may arise. 
In my judgment no greater territorial 
rights are conferred by the proposed amend- 
ment and no franchises are by it given to 
the East River” Company than it now 
possesses, 

“The grant to the Empire Gaslight Com- 


pany in 1871 was in the broadest possible 
terms; indeed, much broader than those 
used in the proposed amendment, for in 
the proposed amendment are certain re- 
strictions as to the manner of laying of pipe 
and provisions as to the payment of 3 per 
cent. of gross receipts to the City of Néw 
York. I am of opinion that the interests 
of the public would be promoted by the 
amendment becoming law.” 

Carter, Ledyard & Milburn writes that 
they have carefully studied Mr. Peckham’s 
and agree with him that “the 
amending act is entirely free from legal ob- 
jections, and the public interests will be 
promoted by its becoming a law.”’ 

John E. Parsons also asserts that “‘ no ad- 
ditional territorial rights or franchises are 
conferred by the act’’; that ‘the right of 
the company, by assignment from the 
Empire Gaslight Company, to lay pipes in 
Long Island City has been established by 
the Supreme Court,’’ and that the object 
of the East River Gas Company is “ to ob- 
tain legislative recognition or approval, in 
its name, of the rights which the Supreme 
Court has decided that it possesses by as- 
signment.”’ In conclusion he says: 

*“*T have examined the legislation leading 
up to the act of 1892, the present act, and 
the decision of the Supreme Court, which 
was not appealed from, and am satisfied 
that, so far from there being any objec- 
tion to. the present act, it is in the public 
interest and that there is every reason why 
it should become a law.”’

AGAINST THE CABMEN. 


Right to Stand in Front of Private 
Property Denied. 


That public cabmen have no right to 
crowd upon a street in front of premises 
owned! by private individuals or corpora- 
tions was held in a decision handed down 
yesterday by the Appellate Division of the 
First Department in a case between some 
public cabmen and the managers of Rec- 
tor’s restaurants on Broadway. The deci- 
sion reversed one rendered by Supreme 
Court Justice Alfred Steckler that the city 
had authority to establish a public hack 
stand in front of private residences. 

The Rector interests sold the cab privi- 
leges to a private liveryman, who obtained 
from the city a special license to do the 
work at Rector’s. The license expired be- 
fore the action was tried out; therefore 
the point remaining was as to the right of 
an abutting owner to say whe shall and 
who shall not hold forth in front of his 
premises to solicit business. The text of 
the decision follows: 

We think, however, that it was an error to dis- 
miss the complaint, with costs, as against Rector’s, 
The street immediately in front of this hotel, we 
hold, was not part of the public hack stand, and 
using it for such purposes and to the injury and 
annoyance of Rector’s and its guests was an in- 
vasion of its oe as the owner of the premises 
fm the use of the street. Our former determina- 
tion, therefore, from which, upon examination 
we find no reason to depart, favors the view that 
as against the acts of the defendants complained

DECLINES TO ENJOIN 
NORTHERN SECURITIES 


Vice Chancellor Will Not Stop Dis- 
tribution of Holdings. 


CALLS PLAN PERFECTLY FAIR 


Argument Heard on Plea of the Conti- 
nental Securities Company, Which 
Has 500 Shares of Merger Stock. 


Vice Chancellor Bergen, in Jersey City 
yesterday, dismissed the application of the 
Continental Securities Company for an in- 
junction to prevent the Northern Securities 
Company from holding its annual meeting 
in Hoboken on April 21 and voting on the 
plan of distributihg the company’s holdings 
in Great Northern and Northern Pacifie 


Railroad stocks and reducing the capital 


stock about 90 per cent. 

Thomas Thacher, who represented two 
women whose names were not given, made 
a brief argument against the granting of 
the order, on the ground that the Northern 
Securities Company is a legally constituted 
body. By. permission of the Vice Chancel- 
lor he submitted a brief. 

Robert H. McCarter, of counsel for ‘de- 
fendants, read an affidavit by a stock- 
holder named Cortright, who said that 
holders of 2,800,000 shares were ready to 
assent to the plan of reorganization re- 
cently announced by the Northern Securi- 
ties Company. 

Charles D. Thompson, counsel for com- 
plainant, offered an affidavit gmade by 
Charles H. Venner, but John W. Griggs of 
counsel for defendants, objected that, it 
was not in rebuttal and contained new mat- 
ter. The objection was sustained. 

Mr. Thompson contended that under the 
decision of the United States District Court 
in Minnesota the company should return to 
the original stockholders the stock they 
put in. 

An affidavit was filed from”E. T. Nichols, 
Secretary and Treasurer of the Northern 
Securities Company, showing that the Con- 
tinental Securities Company became a 
stockholder of record of 500 shares on 
March 28, six days after the distribution of 
stock had been decided upon. 

Mr. Griggs asked that the rule be dis- 
charged. He said there was nothing in the 
case to warrant an application of the 
Sherman act. He was followed by Mr. 
McCarter, who held that the distribution 
should be in kind and not in cash. 

Charles C. Corbin, also of counsel for de- 
fendants, said there was no proof of any 
illegality. The only restraint imposed by 
the deeision of the Supreme Court was on 
the voting power. It did not affect the 
property rights of the company. The only 
equitable division that could be made was 


that every one should share equally. 
Should the complainant secure the injunc- 
tion asked for he will then be possessed 
of a marketable commodity. 

Mr. Thompson said the defendants’ coun- 
sel had offered no proof as to when /is 
client’s stocks. had been transferred. Mr. 
Griggs said that was not necessary, as the 
date was given in the complainant’s bill. 

The final argument was made by Mr. 
Thompson. He said it made no difference 
as to how his client had acquired stock. 
It had been bought under the terms of the 
Supreme Court decree and it was his right 
to have that decree enforced. 

The Vice Chancellor said he had a well- 
settled. conviction in the matter. He thought 
the stockholders had an obvious right to 
decrease the stock. He did not agree with 
counsel for complainant that the decree of 
the Supreme Court should act as an order 
in the present case, or that the Supreme 
Court had any such intention. He could 
see no reason for granting an injunction 
against stookholders segrenenting nearly 
$400,000,000 upon the application of a com- 
plainant who held only 500 shares. 

“The proposed division seems perfectly 
fair,’ he added, ‘“‘and I will at once dis- 
miss the rule to show cause. I will sign 
the order later.”’

STEEL TRUST MEETING 
DEFEATS INQUIRY PLAN 


Stockholders’ Resolution for Per- 
manent Committee Is Beaten. 


ACTS OF DIRECTORS APPROVED 


Old Board Is Re-elected — Speakers 
Criticise the Management of. 
the Corporation. 


The third annual meeting of the United 
States Steel Corporation was held yester- 
day in the Hoboken office of the company. 
The meeting was attended by about 100 
persons, most of whom were individual 
stockholders, representatives of the com- 
pany, clerks, or reporters. The company 
was represented by E. H. Gary, Chairman 
of the board; Francis Lynde Stetson, gen- 
eral counsel; Richard Trimble, Secretary 
and Treasurer, and W. J. Filbert, Con- 
troller of the corporation. No member of 
the firm of J. P. Morgan & Co. was at the 
meeting, nor was there any representative 
of the Standard Oil interests in attendance. 

The total amount of stock necessary to 
constitute a quorum for the holding of a 
meeting being one-third, the Proxy Com- 
mittee announced that it represented mcre 
than 54 per cent. of the stock, as it had 
proxies for 2,023,490 shares of preferred and 
2,656,714 shares of common stock. The in- 
dividual stockholders present represented 
10,040 shares of preferred and 40,541 shares 
ef eommon stock. 

While the majority for the management 
was overwhelming, the meeting was not 
exactly a’harmonious one. Several com- 
mon stockholders showed a disposition to 
make inquiries, especially in regard to the 
resolution indorsing the acts of the Direc- 
tors during the year. This opposition fi- 
nally crystallized in the person of Joseph 
B. Allee of 400 Broadway. Mr. Allee, Avho 
represented the estate of W. H. Allee, as 
executor, offered a resolution for the ap- 
pointment of a permanent committee of 
stockholders for the purpose of investigat- 
ing to such an extent as may be deemed 
advisable the business methods of the pres- 
ent management, and for the purpose of 
taking measures to secure adequate rep- 
resentation in. the Board of Directors of the 
corporation of stockholders who may favor 
a change in the policies of the management 
of this corporation. 

The committee was to have authority to 
add to their number to an extent bringing 
the membership of the committee to the 
number of fifteen, 

Mr. Allee earlier in the meeting had of- 
fered a resolution that all persons not in- 
terested as stockholders should be forced 
to retire. This resolution elicited the state- 
ment from Chairman Gary to the effect 
that there was no necessity for secrecy, as 
the corporation had nothing to conceal. 
Then Mr. Allee replied that he only wanted 
to prevent the officers from monopolizing 
‘ the discussion. To this some one answered 
that all the officers were enthusiastic 
stockholders. , 

“‘Yes, and they are the only ones with 
any enthusiasm left,’’ said a voice in the 
rear of the hall. 

Regarding his second resolution for the 


appointment of a committee, Mr. Allee 


said: “ 

“Those of the stockholders who are un- 
fortunate enough to hold common stock 
have lost 40 per cent. of their investment, 
and while it is believed in Wall Street that 
ultimately the stock will become valuable 
once more, it oe will be many years 
before this will happen. The question then 
arises, is the present value of the s€ock due 
to the methods of those conducting the 
affairs of the company during the last 
three years?”’ 

Mr. Allee added that he thought that the 
stock conversion plan, which involved the 
payment of large commissions, should be 
investigated, in order to find out whether 
the commissions had been earned or not. 

Mr. Stetson replied that the plan had been 
fully investigated and discussed at previ- 
ous stockholders’ meetings, and asked for 
a vote on the resolution. The vote was not 
taken, however, until several of the stock- 
holders had expressed their views on the 
management. Most of those who spoke 
were inclined to criticise the management, 
but there were a few who said they were 

! satisfied with the present state of affairs. 
Among the latter was a man who gave his 
name as L. Schepp, holding 20,000 shares, 
and whom a vaice in the crowd designated 
! as the ‘*‘ Cocoanut King.” The motion of 

Mr. Allee was finally put to a vote, and was 

lost. 

The acts of the Directors during the last 
year were then ratified, and the following 
were re-elected Directors of the corpora- 
tion: J. Pierpont Morgan, Henry H. Rogers, 
EB. H. Gary, George W. Perkins, Charles 

M. Schwab, Henry Phipps, E. C. Converse, 
and James Gayley.
